Tersaljy. To be sure, the work is to be 
judged by its own intrinsic worth; stai, 
there may be those, who by being informed 
of the talents of the writer, would give it 
a reading, that otherwise would turn from 
it at sight, as an ordinary catch-peony af- 
fair. But, let those who may glance ai 
this notice be assured, that if they feel any 
interest at all in the swMecfhete treated oa, 
they will find It handled in a masterly mm- 
ntr, by one of the very bsst writers of the 
age. 

Mr. Ba.cheler has been long before the 

Eublic as a writer — an editor and debater. 
a the polemical field, he has particularly 
eitcellea ; for although it is believed he has 
had truth to sustain him, yet he Uat ^>*^ 
lo coQiend with tUe ^eti th^w-w ^.tA-^ A 
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the age—giants in intellect, though unhai^ 
pily advocates of error : but he has never 
been known to leave the field to the dis- 
credit of the sacred cause of truth. 

For about four years Mr, Bacl^ler edited 
vith great ability the ** Anti-Universaiist," 
which was highly recommended by the re- 
ligious press in general, and numbered 
among its subscribers hundreds of clergy- 
men of various denominations. It is not 
assumed here, that this approbation of the 
press and clergy is proof positive that he 
was ri^ht ; but, it does afford strong evi- 
dence tnat he possessed talents adequate to 
the work he was engaged in ; for, such 
men as Beecher, would not certainly lower 
themselves in public estimation by highly 
recommending a novice. 

After Mr. Bacheler retired from editing 
the " Anti-Universalist," he commenced a 
controversy with the noted Robert Dale 
Owen on the existence of a God and Au- 
thenticity of the Bible. The discussion 
was carried on in the columns of the "Fre6 
Enquirer,'' an infidel paper, published in 
the city of New York, and lasted about a 
year. This discussion was subsequently 
published in a volume by itself, and has 
since been republished m England. It is 
Dot only evident from the discussion itself, 
ihat the infidel, though a man of the high* 
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est order of intellect, found his equal, if 
not more, in talent, but, that he sensibly 
fdt it to be so ; for it is said he ' declared at 
the dose of the controversy, that he woald 
never have another ; having had his health 
Dot a little impaired by this.' 

Mr. Bachelor is the author of one of the 
five essays* on a Congress of nations for 
the prevention of war, published in a splen- 
did volume by the American Peace Socie- 
ty ; and which has been sent to all the Po- 
tentates of Christendom. This originated 
by the Peace Society's offering a premium 
of $1000 for the best essay on this subject : 
about forty competitors entered the lists, 
from whose productions the committee se- 
lected five essays ; and, of Mr. Bacheler's 
John Qnincy Adams, who was one of that 
eommittee, said, it was undoubtedly one 
of the best. * 

He drew up a memorial to Congress 
which was adopted by the various Peace 
Societies throughout the country, on the 
subject of a Congress of Nations, to which 
memorial Mr. AcUuns attributed the preven- 
tion of a war between the United States and 
Mexico ! He was the author of an anony- 
mous pamphlet entitled "France and Mex- 
ico," published at the time of the war be? 
tween those powers, and which entered in- 
to an investigation of the difficulties be- 

•The one signed Etien^ <3^'^«w». 
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iween them. Tliis pamphlet was held ^ 
high estimation at neHd quarters by -^^ 
most competent judges. Within a few 
months he has been furnishing articles jhj 
the New York American, under ihe aigna' 
ture of Juslilia, on the relative concerns ol 
the United States, Mexico- and Texas. 
These productions of his pen have attract*^ 
ed much atlentioo. It is said they are tiK ^ 
be translated into French and Spanish, and 
eitensively scattered in pamphlet form. 

But it is not intended in this place to give 
even a hint of all which ihe author of the 
following work has accomplished with hia 
pen— accomplished too, it is believed, for 
the cause of truth. But as the subject of 
the Restoration and Conversion of the Jews 
has of late been mach agitated, and tbe 
negative of the question by very many in- 
sisted upon, with all the confidence which 
a position proved to be true ought to inspire 
its advocates, it was thought desirable by 
some of those who maintain the affirmative 
of the question, that a vindication of their 
views should be given to the public ; and 
the foregoing remarks on the ijualifications 
of the writer were thought necessary, as 
has already been hinted, that the cursory 
observer of the title p^e might be induced 
to give the book a reading; fur, he may be 
Miured that talent m\l be found digpliyed 
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in it, if the author's views are not proved to 
be true. If the work however, gets a can- 
did reading there is but little apprehension 
that its conclusions will be disputed. Let 
the book be read. It is hieh time that the 
truth in relation to this subject was under- 
stood. 

It may be proper here to state, that the 
author is ignorant of what is here said in 
respect to himself : — and, furthermore that 
he has written the work without the assur- 
ance of any pecuniary compensation; and, 
unless the Uhristian public liberally patron- 
ize him in helping forward the sale of the 
work, he will never obtain any. This, it is 
hoped, they will readily do. Such a writer 
should be encouraged. If he had sacrificed 
principle, and occupied his talents in writr 
ing for the venal press of the age, he might 
have been abundantly compensated with 
** this world's goods.'^ But in breasting the 
current of this world's spirit and maxims in 
the vindication of truth, his commanding 
talents have conduced to his poverty : for 
the lovers of error and unrighteousness are 
not likely to compensate those who assail 
them with the ability and effect that he has 
done,

INTRODUCTORY. 

The time seems at length to have ar- 
i»ived, for the thorough investigation of 
the prophecies touching these latter ag- 
es of the world, in which it is our lot to 
live. It is generally admitted, by those 
who are conversant vvith the prophetic 
parts of scripture, that great events are 
at hand. Indeed, the impression ap- 
pears to be almost universal, not only 
<in the minds of such, but on those of 
mankind at large, that there will ere 
long be some general overturn in the 
present state of things. And moreover, 
the aspect of affairs as now exhibited 
throughout the world, tends greatly to 
strengthen this impression. 

A period like this is eminently adapt- 
ed to the originatiou ^iv^ ^to^?i^^<\c»w <5>^ 
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all manner of religious crudities and mon- 
strosities ; and from no other source can 
they derive such nourishment, as from 
the prophecies,if abandoned, by the sober 
and discriminating, to the perversion of 
the visionary and presumptuous. There 
is no conceit too whimsical, no theory 
too absurd, no opinion too wild and ex- 
travagant, for some to attempt to prove 
from scripture, especially from its pro- 
phetic departments; and they are fre- 
quently but too successful in drawing 
proselytes after them, when left to take 
their own course without refutation. — 
What vast numbers in the tenth centu- 
ry were led, by a misinterpretation of a 
single prophecy in the twentieth chap- 
ter of Revelation, to believe that the 
world was then about to be destroyed. 
How many in this very day hold a 
similar belief, by a misunderstanding 
of thnt and other prophetic passages 
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of scripture. What multitudes have 
embraced Mormonism, by the miscon* 
etruction and misapplication of vari'^ 
ous prophecies. And as the public at* 
tention will be turned more and more to 
the subject of prophecy the nearer we 
approach the great and wonderful crisis 
before us, errors of this nature will be 
likely to increase, both in number and 
extent, unless a timely check be applied, 
by settling, in the minds of men, the 
true signification of the prominent and 
leading predictions that are yet to be 
fulfilled. This acccompHshed, it then 
follows, that other prophecies must be 
explained in such a way as to harmon- 
ize with them ; and all will readily per- 
ceive how greatly this would contribute 
to curb the frenzied fancies, and to pre- 
vent the reckless perversions, of those 
peculiar spirits whose vital element is 
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bewildering exuitement, and wlio, what- 
ever miiy be their familiariti/ wilh scrip- 
ture, lack exceedingly thut " wisdom 
which is profitable to direct." 

But it ia not merely to hold in check 
the visionary and the fanatic, that a coi^ 
rect view of these matters is desirable. 
Every christian should inlbrui himself 
on these points for his own sake. We 
all need to know where we are, and 
what is at hand, that we may shape our 
course accordingly. It would make a 
moat material difference with regard to 
this t'oiii-so, whether we believed the 
world was about to be destroyed, or to 
he converted; whether Ihe Jews were 
to remain in unbelief and exile to the 
end of time, or lo be restored (o Pales- , 
tine, and proselyted to chrifitianity; and 
so on through the whole prophetic 
round. 
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The subject of prophecy, then, is pre- 
eminently a practical one, and not a 
matter of mere curiosity and speculation. 
And with this view of the case, the util- 
ity and importance of its investigation 
will readily be perceived. Should this 
attempt to illustrate and unfold it, con- 
tribute in any measure to the better and 
more general understanding of these 
matters, the writer will feel, that he has 
rendered the great cause of religious 
truth some service. 

It is proposed to treat on three prom- 
inent subjects of prophecy, devoting 
one pamphlet to each, namely: The 
Restoration and Conversion of the Jews; 
The Prophetic Periods; and The Mil- 
lenium. The settlement of these ques- 
tions on a permanent basis, would leave 
very little room for wild or fanciful spec- 
ulation in the prophetic field. 
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Tlie present pampjilet is devoted to 
the subject of the Restoration and Con- 
version of tJie Jews. The next will re- 
late to the Prophetic Periods, and will 
Ibllow io due eeason. The lliird and 
last of the series will treat on the Mil- 
lenium, and will nppear in a little lime 
after the second. Should some supple- 
mental pamphlets on collateral suhjccle 
of prophecy appear to be needed, they 
loo will be afterwards prepared. 

Thai ihe hleaaing of Heaven may

They alone, of all the nations of t 
earth, can trace back their origin 
the first of men, our common progcnitoniJ ^ 
who came forth from the plastic hand of" 
his Maker a model of human perfection. 
Among them alone was preserved the 
knowledge of the true and living God, 
diii'ing Iho lapse of idolatrous ages, 
when the Gentile world were causing 
I heir children to pass through the fire 




;rilice to Molocli, or prostrating 
Ihemaelves in adoration before a croco- 
dile or a cat, or lalling down, at tho 
sound ol' ravishing music, before a gold- 
en god. In their behalf, Jehovah bared 
his arm in the sight of all nations, poui- 
ing out his fury on the land of Uam; 
cleaving for tiiem a passage through 
the deep; slaliing their thirst in a des- 
L'rt region witJi water from the flinty 
rock; allaying their hunger with "an- 
gel's" food; and causing even the sun 
and the moon to stop their career in 
mid heaven, for the iieEtruction of their 
foes! Their Moses chronicled history 
divine, and attuned his lyre to notes 
of heavenly minstrelsy, and promulged 
(he moral code announced by the De- 
ity amid the thgnderings and lightnings 
of Sinni, long ere Sanconiathon saw 
the light, or the people of Homer, of 
Solon, iiiiJ r.ycurgus were numbered 
among the nations. Their Joshua led 
their valiant hosts to vielory and ty 
(. inquest, while a.i jet the land of the 
M^c^'doiiian hero was unknown, Thcii' 
^um|i3on performed his peerless prodi- 
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gies of strength, ere the vivid imagina- 
tions of the olden minstrels had conceived 
the fabled deeds of Hercules. Their 
David struck harp-strings whose celes- 
tial tones thrill every pious heart, and 
are echoed from every Christian sanc- 
tuary, in these latter-days. Their Sol- 
omon swayed his peaceful sceptre over 
willing and admiring nations; and he 
still reigns in his matchless proverbs, 
over the human mind. Need I speak 
of their Samuel, their Elijah, their 
Elisha, their Isaiah, their Jeremiah, 
their Ezekiel, their Daniel, and their 
long catalogue of prophets; men in- 
spired from on high, lo denounce the 
judgments of heaven on guilty nations,^ 
and foretell the eventful history of our 
race. Lo! a greater than Solomon, a 
greater than all the monarchs, and 
prophets, and magnates of the earthy 
sprang from the bosom of the Jewish 
nation — Jesus Christ, our Lord! And 
though with murderous hands they slew 
him, for which, and for other transgres- 
sions, they were led captive among all 
nations, where they continue to the pres-

cnl day, tiicy ^lill ri^mam a distiimt peo- 
ple, a social pbeiiomenon, a living mir- 
acle, a standing proof of the inspiration 
of their prophets, who foretold these 
tilings so many years ago. The same 
Divine hand which from the first has 
heen displayed in mercy or in judginent 
towards this remarkable people, is 
equally manifest in their preservation as 
a distinct community, in the midst of the 
various oations of the earth. The waves 
of oblivion long since rolled over their 
contemporary nations of yore, far migh- 
tier once than they. Nineveh, Bab- ■ 
ylon, where are they! Where are 
the Midianites, the Philistines, the Ed- 
omites, aod the Moabites, and the chil- 
dren of Ammon! Long since num- 
bered among "the things that were," 
But the Jewish nation still survives, 
linking the present to the past, with an 
eye of faith fixed upon the ftiture. They 
still remain, the wonder, the astonish- 
ment of the whole earth. Aflor eigh- 
teen centuries of dispersion, affliction, 
' and persecution; in tlje midst of foeei 
really to devour them ; suhject Id gov- , 
ei-niiienle ready to crush them-, slrang- 




«i-s and wanderePS iu foreign hindd; n 
hissiDg, a by-word, and a. rc|ii'uach ; 
lliey are Blill a DuinerouB, ft UDJlcd, a 
(liatincl, and a peculiar people, with (he 
sanic ciisloins, ihe same laws, the xame 
religion , as nhcn they dwelt in Ihe land 
or Canaan in the days of David their 
king. 

In view ol all (hese cohHideratiODS, it 
is (Unicult to see huw any one can for 
a single moment doubt, that great and 
momenluouB ends are yet to be attained 
by Divine Providence through the me- 
dium of the Jewish people. It -were an 
impeachment of !Divine Wisdom, to 
Eiippsse that their identity hna thus been 
preserved to no purpose, and that they 
will continue as they are till (he end of 
the world, or at length amalgamate with 
other nationa, and enlirely disappear. A 
people remarkable hitherto from the be- 
ginning; selected by the Almighty tVom 
all others for the highest and most im- 
[>or(ant purposes; preserved as by a 
miracle amid all the mutations of this 
unstable' world, which have merged oth- 
er nations of antiquity iu the general 
mass of humanity, or oblituraled lliei 
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iioai the face of the earth; surely, such 
a people must be an object of Providen- 
tial interest still, and in the sequel, re- 
alize a destiny befitting so extraordina- 
ry a career. That destiny, as I shall 
undertake to prove from scripture, will 
be, their restoration to the land of their 
fathers, and their conversion to the 
Christian faith. 

In treating on this subject, let lae in 
the first place call particular attention 
to the fact, that the scriptures make use 
of the terms Jew, Israel, seed of Abra- 
ham, and others of the kind, in differ- 
ent senses, according to circumstances, 
sometimes signifying the literal de- 
scendcnts of Abraham ^through Isaac 
and Jacob, and sometimes the spiritual 
seed through faith in Christ. Two 
classes of prorpises are likewise made, 
the one to the literal, the other to the 
Spiritual seed. For want of a proper 
consideration of this distinction, the 
case of the Jews is frequently involved 
in extreme confusion. And here I must 
remark, tliat those who oppose the idea 
of the rcstoratio^i and conversion of the 
Jews, dwell almost entirely on the pas- 
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sages of scripture that relate to the 
spiritual Israel, while they have very 
little to say respecting those which are 
applied to the literal Israel. I hardly 
need say, for all will perceive, that this 
mode of treating a subject is not the 
way to arrive at truth, but appears ex- 
ceedingly like an attempt to make out 
a case, instead of ascertaining its mer- 
its. I say, it so appears; for I will 
not presume to judge the lieart, any fur- 
ther than I have sure evidence. At all 
events, however, I shall not pursue a 
similar course myself, but shall look 
the entire subject in "the face. 

In the xiith chapter of Genesis, verses 
1 , 2, and 3, is an account of the call 
of Abraham, and of some of the promises 
made to him, by the Lord, as follows: 
** Now the Lord had said unto Abram, 
Get thee out of thy country, and from 
thy kindred, and from thy father's 
house, -unto a land that I will shew 
thee: and I will make of thee a great 
nation, and I will bless thee, and make 
thy name great; and thou shalt be a 
blessing: and 1 will bless them that 
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bless lliee, and curse him thai cursclh 
.thee: and in thcc simll all the fiinuUcs 
of [he emlh be blessed." Pursuant to 
(his dtviue call, it ia stated in thetwosub- 
8er|ueDt verses that he went into tie land 
of Canaan, lu veraeTth, itsays: "And 
the liord appeared uuto Abraham, and 
said, unto thy leed will I give this land." 

We find by the foregoing, (bat the 
literal land ot' Canaan was promised to 
Abraham's seed. That the literal seed 
is here intended, appears from its being 
the literal Canaan that was promised, 
and also trom the other promige, that 
God would make of him a great naiion. 
On our part we readily admit, that the 
otbep promise here broiiglit into view, 
91' blessing all the famUivt of tht earth 
in Abraham, relates to the Cliristioni- 
zation of the Gentiles. Let our oppu- 
Nenla be equally candid, and admit the 
literal in our favor. 

In chapter xiii. of Genesis, verses 14 
— n, occurs the following: " And the 
Lord said uuto Abram, allcr that Lot 
was separated from hbn. Lift up n«w 
thine eycd. and louk from the place a 
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Uiou art, northward, and southward, 
and eastward, and westward: ibr all the 
land which thou secst, to thee will I give 
it, and to thy seed forever. And 1 will 
make thy seed as the dust of the earth: 
so that if a man can number the dust of 
the earth, then shall thy seed also be 
numbered. Arise, walk through the 
land in the length of it, and in the 
breadth of it; for I will give it unto 
thee." 

It is to be presumed that no one will 
dispute, that the land which Abraham 
then saw, and was directed to view in 
all directions, and to walk through and 
through, was the literal Canaan — an 
earthly, and not a heavenly country. 
This literal Canaan, as we see, is here 
promised to Abraham, and to his seed ; 
and of course, is promised to his liter^ 
ai, and not to his spiritual seed ; and is 
promised to them forever ; conseqeuent- 
ly it is still theirs. To this it is object- 
ed, that Abraham had no inheritance in 
the literal Canaan: and therefore that 
that Canaan could not have been meant. 
The reply to this is, that the passage 
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i/iuws it to be Ilie litci'al Canaan, be- 
yond Ihe poBsibiiity of contradiction; 
and that though Abraham did not inherit 
it by actual accupaliun, he was the owner 
of it by deed, even th' promise of God, 
its Creator; a far belter title than the 
Cnnaanilci theiiisthes had, or could have ■ 
given to him, had they actually ceded 
it to him. In fact, how could Abraham 
himself posic.o the whole land of Ca- 
naan in an other way than by promise? 
He Burely could not orcupy it all per- 
Bonally himaelf. But his seed did oc- 
cupy it, and thus realized the promise 
in that sense. And with regard to their 
having it Jorevcr, it is theirs elill, al- 
though they do not occupy it; nor is it 
any where said, that they shall actual- 
ly inhohil it without inlerriiplion ; nor 
again, is it at all necessary lo'understand 
the term forever, in this place, to sig- 
nify endless duration, any more than in 
the case of Jonah, who, in speaking' of 
his confinement in the belly of the whale, 
exclaimed, "Ihe earlh with her bars 
wna about me fiirrver." True, the 
terms, forever. cverlaHting. eternal, and 
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the like, literally signify endless dura- 
tion; but when qualified by circumstan- 
ces that necessarily restrict their mean- 
ing, they are used figuratively, and do 
not mean thus. If the literal Canaan 
.were never to have an end, then, in- 
deed, there would be a plausibility in 
the supposition, that the term forever 
in this instance means endless; but 
even this would be no reason for suppos- 
ing that the Jews would not continue 
to own Canaan; for while they contin- 
ue on the earth, they must have a place 
of residence; and why may it not as 
well be that land as any other — and far 
better than any other, seeing Qod has 
promised it to them forever, *. and their 
ancestors were once in possession of it 
by virtue of that promise? Surely, 
there is no ground for objection here. 
In the xvth chapter of Genesis, verses 
4, 5, 6, 7, 13, 14, 16,18, 19,20,21, 
is the following : **And behold, the 
Word of the Lord came unto him" (Abra- 
ham) ** saying, This shall- not be thine 
heir; but he that shall come forth out 
of thy own bowels shall be thine heir. 




Ami liti broiigiit him lorlli alu'oad, and 
said. Look now toward lieaven, and tell 
the star!*, if tliau be able to number 
them: and he naid nnto him, So shall 
thy seed be. And he believed in the 
Lord; and be cnnnted it to him -for. 
righteousness. And be snid unto him, 
I am the Lord that brought thee out of 
Ur of the Cbaidecs, to give thee Hiii 
land to inherit it. And he said unto 
Abram, Know of a surety, that thy 
setii shall be a atrnnffcr in a land Ikal is 
not tkcirs, and shiill serve Ihem; and 
they shall afflict them /uKr/iunrfrerfyfrtrs,- 
and also that nation vrhom they shall 
serve will I judge: and ailcrwards shall 
they come nut with great substance. 
And in the Jourlk griifration Ihei/ ahall 
come hither again : for the iniquity of 
the Amoritea \i not yet full. In that 
same day Ibc Lord made b covenant 
with Abram, saying, unto thy eiril knre 
r given tkia l<in<i, fr.m the river iif Egijpt 
iintoiheprral rivrr, the rivtr Euphrates ; 
Ihc Keniles, and tliP Kenizzitos, and 
the Kadnionitcs, nnd ihc llittilcc, and 
Ihc Porizzilcs. and ilic llppbaims. and

the Amorifes, and the Canaanites, and 
the Girgashites, and the Jebusites." 

Here all will admit, that the literal 
descendants of Abraham and the literal 
land of Canaan are to be understood. 
Now God himself calls these literal de» 
scendants, in this passage, the seed of 
Abraham, and expressly says, that he 
had promised this literal Canaan to them. 
What though they were not that spir^ 
itual seed through faith mentioned in 
some other parts of Scripture, to whom 
spiritual promises are made ? This does 
not nullify the passage before us, and 
other kindred passages; but, on the 
contrary, it proves the very distinction 
for which we contend — a spiritual seed 
with spiritual promises, and a literal 
sred with literal promises. As well 
might it be argued, that there is no spir- 
itual seed because the literal descen- 
dants of Abraham are here denominated 
his seed, as that those literal descend- 
ants are not to be called his seed be- 
cause the term is elsewhere applied to 
the spiritual. There is a literal, and 
there is a spiritual seed. The literal 



are the seed of Abialiam in one sense, 
the epiritual in another. This distinc- 
lioTi, as v:q have seen, is made in the 
Bible. Promises of a cerlnin kind are 
made to ihe literal ; promises of -a differ- 
ent kind (o the sjiirilual : and but poor- 
ly qualified is he for nn expounder of 
scripture, who cannot perceive thin. 

In chapter xvii. of Genesis, verses 1 — 
10, we have (In? fdlowiiig: " And when 
Abrnm was ninety years old and nine, 
ihc Lord appeared to Abratn, and aaid 
unto him, 1 am the Almighty God ; 
walk before mo, and be thou perfect. 
And I will make my covenant between 
me and thee, and will multiply thee ex- 
ceedingly. And Abram fell on his face, 
and God talked with him, saying, Ab 
for me, my covenant is with thee, and 
thou ahalt be a father of many nations. 
Neither shall thy name any more bo 
called Abram, but thy name shall be 
Abraham ; for a lather of many nations 
have 1 made thcc. And I vrill make 
iheo exceedin;; fruitful, and I will make 
nations of thee ; and kings shall come 
out of llioo. And i will cftiibllih my 
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covenant between me and thee, €md thy 
seed after thee, in their generations, for 
an everlasting covenant, to be a God un- 
to thee, and to thy seed aflor thee. 
And I will give unto thee, and to thy 
seed after thee, the land wherein thou 
art a stranger, all the land of Ca^ 
naan, for an everlasting possession.^ 
And God said unto Abraham, Thou shalt 
keep my covenant therefore, thou and 
thy seed after thee, in their generations. 
This is my covenant which ye shall 
keep between me and you, and thy seed 
afler thee: Every man child among 
you shall be circumcised," 

Who, in view of the foregoing, can 
doubt, that the literal land of Canaan 
was promised to Abraham and his liter- 
al seed? The land wherein he was 
then a stranger was the literal Canaan, 
as is declared in express terms. The 
seed to which it was promised were to be 
circumcised, and of course, were the 
literal seed. The literal Canaan, there- 
fore, is here promised to Abraham and 
his literal seed — and to that seed after 
him, which shows that Abraham's pro- 
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pi-ietorship, in whatever it iiiiglit con- 
sist, was prior to that of liia lieacen- 
dauts, instead of being yet to be real- 
ized, as is strangely imagined by some. 
Moreover, tbia literal seed are to own 
the literal Cuaaan forever, oven as long 
BB both shall co-exi.'^t, the seed as a ilia- 
linct people, and the land as a habitable 
place Ibr mortals. The odier promises 
in tlie passage, such as bis beiiig made 
exceedingly fruitful, and becoming the 
lather of many nations, and producing 
many kingg, were also literal, and have 
been literally fultijled. Should it be 
said, that the term everlasting is applied 
to the circumcision here mentioned, as 
well as to the possession of Canaan, 
and that it is therefore no more proved 
(hat the latter is still to conlinue, than 
that the former is; it may to this be re- 
plied, that if circumcisbn has since been 
expressly abolislicd, and if the promise 
of Canaan lo the Israelites has not on- 
ly not been revoked, but repeatedly con- 
firmed, these cireumstances are suffic- 
ient to show llie didereuce between the 
two cases. How that matter is, we shall 
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see, ere the close of this investigation. 

Promises similar to those made to 
Abraham, were likewise made to Isaac 
and Jacob, one sample of each of which 
I here subjoin. To Isaac God said, 
^' Sojourn in this land, and I will be 
with thee, and will bless thee: for unto 
thee, and unto thy seed will I give all 
these countncs, and I will perform the 
oath which I sware unto Abraham thy 
father; and I will make thy seed to 
multiply as the stars of heaven, and 
will give unlo thy seed all these countries : 
and in thy seed shall all the nations of 
the earth be blessed.'' Gen. xxvi., 3.. 4. 

To Jacob he said, " I am the Lord. 
God of Abraham thy father, and the God 
of Isaac : the land whereon thou liest, to 
thee will I give it, and to thy seed. And 
thy seed shall be as the dust of the earth; 
and thou shalt spread abroad to the west, 
and to the east^ and to the norfh, and to 
the south: and in thee and in thy seed 
shall all the families of the earth be bless- 
ed." Gen. xxxviii. 13, 14. 

In both of these instances, the circum- 
stances brought into view show, that it 
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waBllielilernl Connaniliai waRpromi^d, 
ani) that too lo the liieral seed. Aud 
as neilher Isaac nor J<ic6b i^dcnominnl- 
ed, like Abrnliam, the fniher of Die railli- 
ful, this ia an addiiiorial and a decisive 
evidence, that the seed here menlinncd 
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Jncoli are not represei 
itual seed : hence ilieir seed was literal 
of course, And as the ptomise made to 
ihem was but a reiietiiioii uf the one 
made to Abraham touching these points, 
it is proof demonsiralivc, thai thai prom- 
ise to him related lo his literal seed, and 
the literal Canaan. 

In the last chapter of Genesis, 24th 
and 125th verses, we find the following: 
" And Joseph said unto hia brethren, I 
diet and God will surely visit you, and 
bring you out of this land, unto the laud 
which he sipare to Abraham, to Isaac and 
to Jacob. And Joseph took on oath of 
the children of Israel, saying, God will 
surety visit you, and ye shall curry up 
mtf bones from hence." 

Thp laud to which ihe thildren ofls- 
rael were to be brought, and lo which 
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^H rael were 
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they were actually brought, from Egypl, 
and to which also Joseph directed his 
boues to be carried, was the literal^ not 
the heavenly Canaan. This land Jo* 
seph expressly declared to be the land 
which God swear to Abraham, to Isaac, 
and to Jacob. 

Again: Exodus vi. 2, 3, 4, 8. **And 
God spake unto Moses, and said unto 
him, I am the Lord: And I appeared 
Ujito Abraham, unto Isaac, and unto Ja- 
cob by the name of God Almighty ; but 
by my name Jehovah was I not known 
to them. And I have also established 
my covenant with them, to give them 
the land of Canaan, the land of i/teir 
pilgrimage, wherein they toere sf rangers, . 
And I will bring you into the land con- 
'cerning the which I did swear to give it 
to Abraham, to Isaac, and to Jacob; 
and I will give it to you for an heritage: 
I am the J^rd." Can any thing be 
more plain? 

Again : When God was about to de- 
stroy Israel for their idolatrous worship 
of the golden calf, Moses interceded for 
them. **Turn from thy fierce wrath," 
said he, ** and repent of thiaeN\\,^«,^vcw'^ 
c 




thy peopk. Remember Abraham, laaac, 
and Israel, thy sevvanls, lo whom thou 
Bwareal by Ihiiie own eelf, and aaidst 
ijulo them, I will multiply your seed as 
the stars of heaven, and all this laud 
that 1 have spoken of will J give unto 
■your seed, and they shall inherit it for- 
'fBcr." Exoduaxxxii. 12, 13. ■ 

Here, although the Israelites had 
fallen into idolatry, they were still called 
OoH's pr-ople; and they ipcre su tu a «a- 
lioa, selected from (he rest of the world 
for a special purpose. For that purpose, 
and for the sake of the promise of Grod 
lo Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, they 
were presei'ved from destruction on that 
occasion, and in many similar instances. 
And thonph tbey now reject Christ, 
they are slill God's people in the same 
sense, and are preserved from extinction 
ior a similar rcaaon — (hey arc to inherit 
(hat land spoken of to Abraham, Isaac, 
and Jacob; for, the promise iji the pas- . 
Bag« before us is, that "they shall in- 
herit it foreoif." 

But it would be tedious and unneces- 
sary (o quo(c all the passages of litis 
^cscriplioD. I shall therefore, in the 
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next place, bring forward another clas9 
of passages bearing on the same point. 
In the xxvith chapter of Leviticus, 
God annexes certain blessings to obe- 
dience, and certain curses to disobedi- 
ence, on the part of the children of Is- 
rael. As a punishment for disobedience, 
he threatens to scatter them among the 
heathen, where they shall perish; and 
they that are lefl of them there shall 
pine away in their iniquity, and so on. 
But if they shall confess their iniquity, 
and humble themselves, ''then," says 
God, **will I remember my covenant 
with Jacob, and also my covenant with 
Isaac, and also my covenant with Abra- 
ham will I remember; and Iwiltrentem" 
ber the land. And yet for all that, when 
they be in the land of their enemies, I 
will not cast them away, neither will I 
abhor them, to destroy them utterly, and 
to break my covenant with them : for I am 
the Lord their God." 42d and 44th 
verses. Likewise in the ivth chapter of 
Deuteronomy, speaking of the same 
matter of their being scattered among 
the nations for their sins, he adds, (verse 
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29, 30 and 31,) "But if from ths^iice 
thou slmlt seek the Lord lliy God, thou 
shall find him, if thou seek'hizn mlh all 
thy heart, and with all Ihy hoqI. When 
thou art in tribulation, and all these 
things are come upon thee, EVEN IN 
THE LATTER DyVYS, if Ihou turn 
lo the Lord tliy God, and shall be obe- 
dient unto his voice, (for the Lord thy 
God is a merciful God,) be will not for- 
sake thee, neilher destroy thee, nor for- 
get the covenant of thy fathers, which 
he aware unto them." So likewise, .af- 
ter speaking, in (he xxviiith and xxixlh 
chapters of DtuteronornVj on the same 
Bubject, and telling them that they should 
be moved into all the kingdoms of the 
earth, and scattered among all people, 
from the one end of the earth even unto 
the other, where their plagues should be 
made wonderful, and nf iing eontiiui' 
anee: he proceeds in the xxxth chapter 
as fallows: "And it shall cotne <o pass, 
when all these things are come upon 
thee, the blessing and the curse which I 
have set before thee, and thou ahalt 
call them to mind amonj all the nations 
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whither the Lord thy God hath driven 
thee, and shalt return unto the Lord thy 
God, and shalt obey his voice according 
to all that I command thee this day, 
thou and thy children, with all thine 
heart, and with all thy soul; that then 
the Lord will turn thy captioity, and 
have compassion upon thee, and will 
return and gather thee from all the na- 
itons, whithtr the Lord thy God hath scat- 
iered thee. If any of thine be driven 
out unto the utmost parts of heaven, 
from thence will the Lord thy God galh' 
er thee, and from thence will he fetch thee: 
and the Lord thy God will bring thee in- 
to the land which thy father.'^ possessed, 
and thou shalt possess it: and he will 
do thee good, and mnltiply thee above 
thy fathers. And the Lord thy Gcd 
will make thee plenteous in every work 
of thine hand, m the fruit of thy borfy, 
and in the fruit of thy cattle, and in the 
fruit of thy land for good : for the Lord 
will again rejoice over thee for good, 
as he rejoiced over thy fathers." (vers- 
es 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 9.) 

That the literal Israel is meant in 
the preceding quotations, is cevtoAW. U. 




was the literal Israel that Moses address- 
ed ; and il was that Israel that ,wwe dis- 
persed according to hia predictidD, and 
that remain in this dispersed coitdition 
to this diiy. In relation to this same 
people, we see that a promise is made 
that they shall not be utterly destroyed. 
Accordingly, although thay have so long 
persisted in their rejection of Je«us as 
the Messiah, they still survive. We 
see further, that this condition of the 
Jews is referred to THE LATTER 
DAYS. Now then it is declnied, that 
if these literal Jews will turn to the Lord 
ill lAcic Inlfci- dai/i, God will gather 
tliem from among all the nations of the 
earth, where they are at present scatter- 
ed, and bring Ihem into the land mhieh 
t/itirfiit/iers finsiUSfd, and which, as we 
all know, was the literal Canaan. — 
There they are to be mulfiplicrl, and to 
he made plenteous in the fruit of ihiir 
b-iilg. and in the fruit of Uieir crilUc— 
circumstances utterly incompatible with 
the speedy dissolution of the world, or 
the inimrirtal slate. That they will thus 
turn to the Lord, and consequently be 
n-Moreii to their fnther land, will be 
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shown by other passages which I shall 
now proceed to adduce. Nor does this 
view of the subject afford them any en- 
couragement to continue in impenitence. 
The promise is conditioned on pfuitence. 
With regard to any particular Jew or 
Jews, we say to them, ** Although your 
nation will not become extinct, but will 
realize the promise, when the proper 
time shall arrive, of being restored to 
the land of their fathers, yet you as in- 
dividuals are liable to die at any mo- 
ment; ^nd if you continue to reject 
Jesus, you will die in your sins, and 
where he is gone you cannot go." 
Whatever, therefore, some may say as 
to our encouraging the Jews to persist 
in their unbelief, we deny the justice of 
such a charge. With equal propriety 
might m similar charge have been made 
against the prophets, in predicting the 
return of the Jews from the Babylonish 
captivity. But to the passages predict- 
ing their positive Re^f oration. 

The xith chapter of Isaiah commenc- 
es with a prediction of the Messiah's 
kingdom, and gives a most delightful 
description of it; and finally concludes 
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by saying, that the eailli sliall be full 
■of Ihe knowledge of the Loril, ns the 
waters cover the sea; and that there 
shall then be a root of Jesse which shall 
fitfiml for an ensign of the people, to 
which the Ucntiles shall seek, and liis 
rest shall be glorious. Immediately in 
.connexion with this, and Bobsequent to 
it, is the following, beginning with verse 
11. "And it shall come to paes in Iktil 
floi/, that the Lord shall Bet his hand 
itgnin the srrond time, to riicover the 
mmnant of his people which shall be left, 
from Assyria, and from Egypt, and 
from Pathroa, and from Gush, and Cvov 
tllam, and Irom Shinar, and from Ha- 
math, and Irom the islands of the sea. 
And ho shall set up an ensign for the 
nations, and assemble thr eti/erbtf of is- 
mil, and gather together thf msperteA 
of Ju'M. from l/ir fhiir nirvivs cf tie 
tnrtli. The envy also ofEphraim shall 
depart, and ihe ailveraaries of Judah 
shall be rut utf: Hphraini shall not cn- 
vv .ludah, and Judah shall not vex 
Mphraira. But they shall fly upon the 
ahoulders of the Philistines toward ihc 
went; Ihpy shall spoil them of the east 



iogethcr: they shall lay their hand upon 
Edam and Moab; anil the children of 
Amtnoii shall obey ihcnu And the l^rii 
Eiiall utterly destroy tlip longuo of llie 
Egyptian sea; and with his mighty wind 
shall he shake hia hand over the river, 
and shall smite it in the eeven slreauie, 
and make men go over dry shod. And 
there shall he an highway Tor the reio- 
nunt of his people which slinll he lell 
rrom Aevyria, like as U wiis to Israel in 
the day that he came up oiil of the Inml 
of Egypt." 

The earih, even under the Christ" 
clispensatiun, has not yet heen filled m 
the knowledge of the Lord as tlie watsi 
cuver the sou; aud therefore the 
ration here predicted is future, 
(hat glorious period shall arrivi 
"in that day," Ihik Restoration is 
place. The circumstances here brouf^ 
into view in connection with this Reefa 
ration, such as the Lord's setting 1 
hand again the mcond time to 
the remnant of his people fron oartoKivS 
countriti : the distinction made between 
the Gentiles, Israel, Judah, and Ri^ti- 
ram: tiie spcciticaLUaQ q'v 'iVw ii«.i<«iA'i 




of Jsrael, Euid tlio dispersed of Judah, 
«iid ot'their being t-nthirKii together, 
the comparison ol'the highway that shall 
be cost up Tor them wilh lliat which w 
prepared lor Israel when he came i 
out of the Jand of Egypt; all these co 
BJderntions combine to prove, beyond a 
rational doubt, that it is the bteral Israel 
and the bteral Judah that ere here sig- 
iiitied, and their literal Restoration 
is predicted. And as to the lime being 
yet future, this consideration would be 
snIIicieDt, were there no other, to settle 
that point, namely, that hrael as here 
signitied in distinction from Judah, that 
is, the ten tribes, have never yet been 
restored since their captivity by the Ab- 
Byrians in the days of Hoshea, some 
time before Judah was carried captive 
tn Babylon; so thiit it would be impos- 
sible lo apply this passage to the ReslO' 
ration of Judah from Babylon, or lo any 
thing else that has ever occurred in rela- 
tion to the Jews. 

There is a very peculiar and remark- 
able prophecy in the xislh chapter of 
Isniah. commcpcing with the 18th verse. 
which I do not recoUeot Vo Wnc «*«.& 
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noticed. It is as follows: '* In that 
day shall five cities in the land of Egypt 
speak the land of Canaan, and swear 
to the Lord of hosts ; one shall be called, 
The city of destruction. In that day 
shall there be an altar to the Lord in 
the midst of the Land of Egypt, and a 
pillar at the border thereof to the Lord. 
And it shall be for a sign, and for a wit- 
ness unto the Lord of hosts in the land 
of Egypt : for they shall cry unto the 
Lord because of the oppressors, and he 
shall send them a savior, and a great 
one, and he shall deliver them. And 
the Lord shall be known to Egypt, and 
the Egyptians shall know the Lord in 
that day, and shall do sacrifice and ob- 
lation; yea, they shall vow a vow unto 
the Lord, and perform it. And the 
Lord shall smite Egypt; he shall smite 
and heal it; and they shall return even 
to the Lord, and he shall be entreat- 
ed of them, and shall heal them. In 
that day shall there be a highway out 
of Egypt to Assyria, and the Assyrian 
shall come into Egypt, and the Egyp- 
tian into Assyria, and the E^y^^^*^^^ 
»ha]] serve with the Xsa^xSaxv^. \w"C!«sj^. 
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■lay shaU lirael be Hit lliiiii witji V.gypt 
and with Assyria, even a blessing in the 
midst of the land; whom the Lord of 
hosts shall bless, saying, Btemd be 
■Egi/pl, my jeaple, and Anyria^ the 
leurkof my hands, and Jsrtiel mine in- 

I know not how this pasaiige may 
strike others; but to me it appears very 
like the coming in of the lullness of the 
Geotiles, and the removing of that blind- 
iieea which has happened to Israel in 
pari till l[ie arrival of that pciiod, Con- 
lidcnt am I, that nothing Like what ie 
hero pi'edictod has ever yet happened; 
and if it has not, then of course it is 
yet to take place. 

Another passage of a. peculiar eha.i^ 
acter, and somewhat like the foregoing, 
is- coiitaiocd in the xxviitli chapter of 
Isaioh, verses b, 1-2 and 13. " H« 
shall cause them thai come of Jacob to 
take root : Isrncl shall blossom and 
bud, ami Jitl t/ic Jnre of Hit world toitk 
J'uiC. — And it shall come lo paes in that 
day, that the Lord shall beat off from 
tite cJianncI of iho river unlo the stream

by one, O je childrea of Israel. And 
it shall coxue to pass in that day, that 
the great trumpet shall be., blown, and 
they shall corae which were ready to 
perish in the land of Assyria, and the 
outcasts in the land of Egypt, and shall 
worship the Lord in the holy moant at 
Jerusalem.' ' 

This Jilling of the face of the world 
with fruit bp Israel, reminds me very 
strongly of what Paul says, Romans, 
xi., 1!JJ, 15. ** Now if the/flW of them 
be the riches of the world, and the di" 
minishing of them the riches of the 
Gentiles; how much more their fullness. 
For if the casting away of them be the 
reconciling of the world, what shall the 
receiving of them be, but life from the 
dead 7^^ Answer: their fullness and 
the receiving of them 4^all be, the filing 
of the face of the world with fruit; 
which is indeed ^^much more'' than their 
fall and diminishing accomplished, and 
may well be compared to life from the 
dead. The Restoration and Conversion 
of Israel is evidently proved in the pas- 
sage under consideration. And ev«^ 
the manner in which oX \^«k»X ^ \wsN. ^ 



this work is to be accoiiipllHliod, is 
brought into view. They shall be gath- 
ered one by one. 

I will next quote Jeremiali, iii., 14, 
15, 17, 18. "Turn, O backsliding 
children, saith the Lord, for i am mar- 
ried unto you: and I wilt take you one 
of a ciiy, and iwa of a family , and I will 
bring you to Zion: and I will give you 
pastors according to mine heart, which 
shall feed you with knowledge and un- 
derstanding. — At that time they shall 
call Jerusalem the throne of the Lord; 
and all the nations shall be gathered un- 
to it, to the name of the Lord, to Jeru- 
salem : neither shall they walk any more 
after the imagination of their evil heart. 
In those days the house of Judah shall 
walk with the house of Israel, and they 
shall rotae logclher out of the land of the 
nortk, to the land thai I have given for 
an iiikcrilance uiila i/eur fathers." 

These events have not yet occurred, 
and they thcrolbro remain to take place. 
That it is the literal Israel and the )li(- 
ornl Judah that are signitied, js shown 
by the distinction made hetwecti them, 
/Aere betog no auck dUuacivoia t& ^iaa 
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Spiritual sense; and this is still further 
shown, and the literal Restoration is 
shown also, by their coming out of a 
particular quarter, the north, and com- 
ing to the land of their fathers. And 
here occurs the idea, that in this pas- 
sage and all others where these promis- 
es are contained, of restoring Israel to 
the land of their fathers, it is manifest 
that those fathers themselves are not 
included ; for to include them, would be 
to make them the fathers of themselves. 
Those, and all those without distinction, 
to whom these promises are made, are 
spoken of as the descendants of those 
who formerly inhabited the land. This 
is sufficient to refute the notion of those 
who apply these promises to Israel after 
the resurrection, and include the patri- 
archs and all the pious Israelites of old 
amonfic them. 

In Jeremiah, chapter xvi., 14, 1q and 
16, is the following: "Therefore, be- 
hold, the days come, saith the Lord, 
that it shall no more he said.

The Lord Uveih that liroughl 
them up from the north, &.c., and it is 
therefore future. The children of Is- 
rael that are driven into aU the lands as 
here described, are the literal Ismel. 
The land thai was given 1o Ihcir fathers 
was the literal Canaan. Into this liter- 
al Canaan, God here promises to bring 
these; literal, dispersed descendants of 
those fathers, which desceudajits, of 
course, are not those fathers. Here 
then id a promise, that God will restore 
to the literal Canaan (he generation of 
Ike Jews thai may be living on the earth 
Jti llic (iiorlal state, wVitn ibe fVftiVtVtd 
period nhail arrive. 
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. Another [iassage quite similar to the 
foregoing, though more full and deci- 
sive, is contained in the xxiiid chapter 
of Jeremiah, verses 3 — 8. ** 1 will 
gather the remnant of my flock out of 
all countries whither I have driven Hum, 
and will hring them again to their folds; 
and they shall hefrutffulj and increase. 
And I will set up shcpJierds over them 
which shall feed them: and they shaH 
fear no more, nor be dismayed, neither 
shall they be lacking, saith the Lord. 
Behold, the days come, saith the Lord, 
that I will raise unto David a righteous 
Branch, and a King shall reign and 
prosper, and shall execute judgment and 
justice in the earth. In his days, Ju^' 
dak shall be saved, and Israel shall dwell 
safehf : and this is his name whereby he 
shall be called; THE LORD OUA

Shepherdi 
to be set up over them, that shall^ 
them. It is to bo in the days of I 
reign of that ghi-ious Persoiinge ■ 
mentioned, and it is in those dnvsl

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safely, neither of them fearing any 
more, nor being dismayed, nor lack' 
ing. And here I would call particular 
attention to the expression, the north 
country, contained in this and various 
other passages, as one of the locations 
whence a portion of the dispersed Is^ 
rael are to be restored. It would be a 
matter of no little curiosity, to see in 
what way those who deny the literal in 
this case, would attempt to spiritualize 
it. The same remark may be applied 
to other localities mentioned in connec- 
tion with this subject, such as Assyria, 
Egypt, and the Hfce. Let those who 
thus spiritualize inform us what is meant 
in a spiritual sense by this north coun- 
try, and by Assyria, and Egypt, and 
all the countries whither God had scat- 
tered Israel; and then state, in addition 
to this, what is signified by Judah and 
Israel as distinguished from each other, 
and by the Gentiles as distinguished 
from both. Nor let them stop till they 
give us the spiritual signification of all 
the circumstances mentioned in all the 
passages relating to the subject — a task 
which they will not be very UkfcVj V» ^'^ftr 
dcrtake.

The distinction here made between 
Jiidah and liracl, shows tfaat it is th0 
/I'/era/ Judah and Israel. The promisA 
that they shall return to the laud of/AeiR 
fathers, shows the same thing, and alsd 
that it is not those fathers themselvea 
that shall return. The assurance, thai 
strangers shall no marc serve ihemsclvM 
of them, shows that the time is yet dtf 
ture, inasmuch as slrantjera still serni 
themeelves of them. That they are W 
serve David their king, or Christ, show)j 
that the time is under the Christian dm 
pensation, and that Ihey are to embraell 
Christianity. The promise, that though 
God should make a lull end of all tM 
nations whither he had scattered theiw 
yet that lie would not make a full «nl 
of them, shows that the hand of Goj 
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preserves them even now in their dis- 
persion, and is a sufficient refutation of 
the assertion of those opposers of the 
idea of their Restoration and Conver- 
sion, that say the Devil, and not the 
Lord keeps diem a distinct people. 
That the city shall be builded vpon her 
oum heap^ is a clear circumstantial evi- 
dence, that a literal city 'is here signi- 
fied. The multiplying hofe spoken of 
shows, that it is in the mdrtal state that 
these things are to be realized. The 
other circumstances brought into view, 
such as their children^ their nobles, the 
establishment of their congregatitm, and 
the punishment of their oppressors, all 
conspire to prove a temporal state of 
things. And finally, the reference to 
THE LA TTER DA YS as the peri- 
od for these events, decides the point 
beyond rational controversy, showing 
that it is in] and neither before nor aj^ 
ter, those days. 

In the next chapter (the xxxist) is the 
following : *' At the same time, saith the 
Lord, will I be the God of all the fam* 
iUes of Israel, and they shall be my peo- 
ple, — Again I will build thee^ aud t\\<^>^ 




shall be built, O virgin of Israel: thou 
^halt ogaiu ba adurn^il with thy tabrels, 
and shalt go forth in the dancea of them 
that make raerry. Thou ahalt yet plant 
vines upoa the mnuntnin^ nf Samaria; the 
planters shall plant, and shall eat them 
as common thiuga. — Behold, I will bring 
them from the north cmintri/, and gather 
them from llie coasts %f tlir. earth, and 
with them ihe blind and the' /time, the 
taoMtm teiih chilil and her that traiiaileth 
with child together: a greet company 
■shall return thither. They shall come 
with letfMng, and with fup/iiications will 
I leadtheiu; I will cnusc them to walk 
by the rivers of waters in a straight 
way, wherein they shall not stumhie: 
for 1 am a felher to Israel, and Eplii-aim 
is my iirat bom. Hear the word of the 
Ijord, O ye nations, and declare it In 
the isles alar off, and say, He that srrtl- 
lercd Israel will gather him, and ktip 
him, as a shepherd doth hia flock. — Be- 
hold the days come, saith the Lord, 
that I will sow ihe house of hrari and 
the house of Jitdak with the seed of 
vtan, and with the seed of brail — Be- 
bo}ii the days come, saith the Lord, that 
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I will make a new covenant with the 
house of Israel and with the house of Jti^ 
dak : not according to the covenant that I 
made with their fathers, in the day that I 
took them by the hand- to bring them out 
of the land of Egypt ; (which my covenant 
they brake, ahhough I was a husband 
unto them, saith the Lord:) But this 
shall be the covenant that I will make 
with the house of Israel; After those 
days, saith the Lord, I will put my law 
in their inward parts, and write it in 
their hearts, and will be their God, and 
they shall b^ my people. And they 
shaJl teach no more every man his neigh- 
bor, and every man his brother, saying 
Know the Lord : for they shall all know 
me, from the least of them, unto the 
greatest of them, saith the Lord: for I 
will forgive their iniquity, and I will 
remember their sin no more. Verses 1 , 
4, 5, 8, 9, 10, 27, 31, 32, 33, 34. 

The promise that the time is coming 
when ail the families of Israel shall be 
God's people, shows at Jeast the general 
reception of the gospetby the Israelites. 
That it is the literal Israel that is here 
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Bignified, appears from llie circumstance, 
that this larael are to be God's people in 
H sense dilferenl from what 'they now are ; 
whereas the spiritual Israel are always 
his people in that sease. Tlie promise 
to build this Israel again, shows that 
they have been prevhualff buill and aoer- 
tlirown, and that they are therefore the 
literal Israel. But what is specially no- 
ticeable is, that they shall plant vines 
upon the mountaina of Samaria, Sama- 
ria was the capita! of the kingdom of the 
ten tribes of Israel, alter the revolt of 
those tribes against Rehoboam; where* 
as Jerusalem was the capital of the king- 
doni of the other two tribes that adhered 
to Rehoboam, namely, Judah and Ben- 
jamin. The ten tribes were carried into 
captivity long before Jeremiah uttered 
this prophecy, and have never yet been 
restored. But here it is declared, that 
Israel shall yet plant vines upon the 
mountains oC Samaria. Thishavin); not 
yet been fulfilled, it remains of course 
to lie done. The circumstances here 
specilicd in connection with their return, 
such as their being brought from the 
fiarM r^'unlrif. and gathertd from tht 
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coasts of the earth, together with the 
blind, the lame, the woman with child, 
and the travailing woman, copibine to 
prove the whole to be literal and tempO' 
ral. The ultra-spiritualists cannot spir- 
itualize these circumstances, if they try 
ever so much. Again : they are to come 
with weeping and with supplications, 
which shows that they are lo repent, thus 
complying with the condition on which 
their Restoration is based, and conse- 
quently realizing the promise of Resto- 
ration. In this connection, also, Eph* 
raim i^ mentioned — Ephraim, a portion 
of the ten tribes, that have never yet 
been restored. And then it is expressly 
declared, that he that scattered Israel 
will galher him, and keep him, as a shep- 
herd doth his flock. It was the literal 
Israel that was scattered: this Israel was 
scattered literally. Now, the Israel and 
the scattering being literal, it follows that 
the gathering of this Israel will be Ute- 
ral also. Can any thing be more clear? 
But further: The sowing of the houses of 
Israel and Judah with the seed of man and 
beast, leaves no room for doubt. Israel 
has not yet been sown tKu» %va5:.^ >iwjc^ 
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prophecy was ullered, and thia ia there- 
fore fiitarc: the sowing with the seed of 
rnan&ai beaif proves it to be literal; and 
the distinction between lirael and Judah 
proves the same. Furthermore, the 
new copenant is to be mude with Israel 
and Judah — the same distinction again, 
_ thus proving them lobe the literal. The 
same thing ia proved by its being a new 
covenant, which term could he applied 
only to the literal Israel, no old cove- 
nant having been made with the Gentiles; 
and besides, this is positively sHowd in 
the explaaation that follows, namely, 
that that new covenant shall not be like 
that which God made with t!ieir fathers 
when he took them by the hand (o bring 
them out of Bgi/pt. It is the descend- 
ants of those Israelites that God brought 
out of Egypt, that are here spoken of in 
connection with this new covenant — the 
literal Israel, even that generation, asti 
jjeoplt, that shall be living on the earth 
when the lime for (he fullillment of the 
prediction shall arrive. With regard to 
the nature of (hia new covenant, it will 
be admitted on all hands, that it is noth- 
ioff /ess than Iheir conversion lo spiritual 
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.eiigion of the highest order; to the re- 
ligion of Christ Jesus the Lord in all its 
primitive purity and glory. 

Passing over a number of passages 
touching our subject, we at length come 
to the following: '' Thus saith the Lord 
God; Behold, I will take the children 
of Israel yroJM among the heathen^ whither 
they he gone, and will gather them on 
every side^ and bring them into their 
own land: and I will make them one 
nation in the land, upon the mountains 
of Israel; and one king shall be king 
to them all: and they shall be no more 
two nations, neither shall they be divid- 
ed into two kingdoms any more at all: 
neither shall they defile themselves any 
more with their idols, nor with their de- 
testable things, nor with any of their 
transgressions; but I will save them 
out of all their dwelling places wherein 
they have sinned, and will cleanse them: 
so shall they be my people, and I will be 
their God. And David my servant shall 
b.e king over them: and they all shall 
have one shepherd: they shall also walk 
in my judgments, and observe my stat- 
utes, and do them. Aivd iVw^^ ^^jKv 
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dwell iQ the land that I have given un- 
to Jacob my servant, wherein your fath- 
ers have dwells and they shall dwell 
therein, even they, and Ihcir children, 
and their children's children , forever : 
and my servant David shall be their 
prince forever. Moreover, I will make 
a covenant of peace with them; it shall 
be an everlasting covenant with them: 
and I will place them, and multiply 
them, and will set my sanctuary in the 
midst of them forevermorc. My tab- 
ernacle also shall be with them:, yea 
I will be their God, and they shall be 
my people. And the heathen shall know, 
that I the Lord do sanctify Israel, when 
my sanctuary shall be in the midst of 
them forever more." Ezekiel xxxvii. 
21—28. 

It was the literal Israel that had gone 
among the heathen, as here described. 
This literal character is further shown 
by the notice of their division into ttoo 
kiagdhma, which was the fact with re- 
gard to them prior to their captivity. 
Now this literal Israel, according to this 
jorophecy, are to be taken from among 
the heathen^ and brougVil into their own 
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land, the land that was given to Jacob, 
wherein (heir fathers dwelt, which all 
must admit to be the literal Canaan. 
That this is yet future is certain; be- 
cause, whei^ thus restored, they are to 
be one nation, and no more two nations 
or kingdoms, as they had been; which 
union has not yet occurred. There 
they are to be multiplied, which renders 
it certain that it is the mortal state that 
is here spoken of. There they are al- 
so to dwell, and their children, and their 
children's children, forever; which shows 
a state of some degree of permanence, 
although the terra forever is here quali- 
fied by the circumstances of mortality 
in connection with which it is used, and 
of course does not have its legitimate 
signification, endless. Another circum- 
stance which shows the time to be yet 
future, is, that it is proved to be under 
the Christian dispensation, by the con- 
sideration that David, that is Christ, 
the spiritual David, is to be their king; 
whereas they have not yet acknowledged 
him. That the name David here, and 
in similar passage!^, signifies Christ, will 
be questioned by very few^ a.ud \& «& ^h- 
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ident as that, the name Elijah in Ma- 
lachi signifi/es John the Baptist, which 
Christ expressly declared to be the fact. 
Should it be asked why we make the 
David spiritual, and the Israel literal, 
in the same passage, our reply is, that 
the circumstances of the case require 
this; the restoration of Israel to the 
land wherein their fathers dwelt, togeth- 
er with the other circumstances already 
noticed, proving them to be the literal 
Israel ; and the fact that the literal David 
was dead before this prediction was made, 
and that this other David is to reign over 
them forever, proving the latter to be 
the spiritual David. The conversion of 
Israel is proved by the consideration, 
that they are to receive this spiritual Da- 
vid; and likewise by the various other 
declarations relative to their purification 
and obedience as contained in the pas- 
sage. That the promise relates only to 
those Israelites who may be living when 
the time shall arrive, together with their 
posterity, and not to past generations 
raised from the dead, as some suppose, 
is shown by the state of mortality al- 
/-eaSjr noticed in connection with the 
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promise, aud likewise by the promise it- 
self being made to those whose fathers 
dwelt in that land, and of course those 
fathers themselves not being those de- 
scendants, are not included. And last- 
ly, that all these things are to be real- 
ized before the termination of the present 
temporal state of things, is still further 
proved by the co-existence of the heath- 
en at that period, as shown in the de- 
claration at the close of the quotation: 
'^ And the. heathen shall know, that I the 
Lord do sanctify Israel; 'When my sanc- 
tuary shall be in the midst of them for- 
evermore." 

In the xxxviiith and xxxixth chapter&| 
of Ezekiel, is a prophecy in relation to 
Gog, in connection with which the casej 
of the children of Israel is brought in- 
to view. God, addressing Gog by thci 
prophet, says thus: *' After many days 
thou shalt be visited: in the latter year^ 
thou shalt come into the land that ia 
brought back from the sword, and is 
gathered out of many people, against 
the mountains of Israel, which have been 
always waste: but it is brought fotrth 
out of the nations, mA VJae^ ^So»^ ^i^^s^sw 
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soTcly, all of them. Thou shall ascend, 
. end come like a. storm; thou shall be 
flike a cfoiid to cover the land, thou and 
.all thy bands, and many people with 
iiUlee. — And thou shalt say, I will go up 
Jto the land of unwalled villages ; 1 will 
_o to them that are at real, that dwell 
uafely, all of them dwelling without 
• walla, and having neither bars nor 
hgales. — Therelbre, son of man, prope- 
^ijy and say unlo Gog, Thus saith the 
iliOrd God; In that day, when my peo- 
ple of Israel dwelleth safely, shalt thou 
■• not know it ? And thou shalt come from 
thy place out nf Ike north pnrls, Ihou, 
'and many people with thee, all of them 
riding upon horses, a great company, 
(land a mighty army: and thou shalt come 
I'Up against my people of Israel as a 
r cloud to cover the land; (1/ shall bcin the 
■r tiarfs;) and I will bring thee against 
my land, that the heathen may know 
inc, when 1 shall be sanctified in thee, 
' O Gog, before their eyes. Thus saith 
the Lord God; Art thou At of lehom I 
' hact spoken ix old time by my servants 
itbc prophets of Israel, which prophesied 
'a those 4aya many ytan &« \ ■ww«iA 
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bring thee against them? And it shall 
come to pass at the same time when 
Gog shall come against the land of 
Israel, saith the Lord God, that my fu- , 
ry shall come in my face. — ^And I will 
call for a sword against him through- 
out all my mountains, saith the Lord 
God: every man's sword shall be against 
his brother. And I will plead against 
him with pestilence and with blood ; and 
I will rain upon him, and upon his bands, 
and upon the many people that are with 
him, an overflowing rain, and great 
hail-stones, fire, and brimstone. Thus 
will I magnify myself, and sanctify my- 
self; and I will be known in the eyes 
of many nations; and they shall know 
that I am the Lord. — ^Thou shalt fall up- 
on the mountains of Israel, thou, and all 
thy bands, and the people that is with 
thee: I will give thee unto the ravenous 
birds of every sort, and to the beasts of 
the field to be devoured. — And they that 
dwell in the cities of Israel shall go forth, 
and shall set on fire and bum the weap- 
ons, both the shields and the bucklers, 
the bows and the arrows^ and thft bA2cA> 
Bta F<w, and the ftpeat%\ %sA ^«^ ^ws^ 
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bum them with fire seven years: so that 
^hey sh&ll take no wood out of the field, 
neither cut down any out of the forest; 
for they shall burn the weapons with fire, 
and they shall spoil those that spoiled 
them, and rob those that robbed them, 
saith the Lord God. — And seven months 
shall the house of Israel be burying of 
them, that they may cleanse the land. — 
And I will set my glory among the heath- 
en, and all the heathen shall sec tny juHg- 
ment thai I have executed, and my hand 
that I have laid upon them. So the 
house of Israel shall know that I am 
the Lord Uieir God from that day and 
forward. And the heathen shall know 
that the house of Israel went into cap- 
tivity for their iniquity : because they 
trespassed against me, therefore hid I 
my face from them, and gave them into 
the hand of their enemies: so fell they 
all by the sword. According to their 
uncleanness, and according to their 
transgressions, have I done unto them, 
and hid my face from them. Therefore, 
thus saith the Lord God: Now will I 
bring again the captivity of Jacob, and 
have tnercy upon the, wMt house oj' i*- 
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raei, and will be jealous for my holy 
iiame ; after that they have bori^ their 
«haine, and all their trespasses whereby 
they have trespassed against me whea 
they dwelt safely in their land, and nooe 
fnade them afraid, When I have brought 
them again from the people, and gath- 
ered them out of their enemies' lands, 
and am sanctified in them in the sight 
of many nations ; then shall they know 
that I am the Lord their God, which 
caused them to be led into cqptivity 
among the lieatken : but I have gathered 
them tmto their own land, and have left 
none of them any more there. Neither 
will I hide my face any more from them ; 
for I have povred out my Spirit upon the 
house of Israel, saith the Lord God." 
Ezekiel, xxxviii., 8, 9, 11, 14, 15, 16, 
17, 18, 21, 22, 23: xxxix, 4, 9, 10, 12, 
21, 22—29. 

Had space permitted, I should have 
quoted the two foregoing chapters en-? 
tire; for they are of a most extraordi- 
nary character, and are entitled to 
more than ordinary notice. But the 
reader can peruse them at his leiauit^ vcw 
the Bible. I have quole^ ^xvow^^^^"^: 




ever, to show, that, whatever may be 
here signified, it ia yet to take jiiace ; 
first, because the time is expressly desig- 
nated as the latter ye.nrx, the luUer days, 
and the like; and secondly, because 
nothing of the kind has yet transpired in 
any fcase. This, I think, will be conced- 
ed by all. Let us see, then, what it is 
that is here predicted, and that is still, 
Bs respecta ils fulfillment, in the womb of 
time, with the other great and astound- 
ing events that are to wind up this world's 
most wondrous and eventful story. 

In the latter ages of the world, then, 
God will bring again the captivity of 
Jacob, even Ihe leliale house of Israel, 
out of t/ieir tttfmifs' lands, unto their 
own land, leaving tioae of them any 
more there, nor hiding his face any 
more from them, but powing out hit 
Spirit upon them. It is the literal, not 
the spiritual Jacob, that are now in cap- 
tivity in their enemies' lands — and es- 
pecially in their neeond captivity as the 
whole hnuse of Lraft : a phrase that 
necessarily includes the twelve tribes, 
aad not merely what are commonly de- 
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nominated the Jews, or Judah and Ben- 
jamin. Well, these twelve tribes are 
to be Ijrought /igain wito their own land 
from their captivity, (having formerly 
as a whole been once, and once only^ 
brought from captivity, namely from 
Egypt;) and are to have God^s Spirit 
poured out upon them, which proves 
that they are to be converted, and conse- 
quently that they are not the spiritual 
Israel, which, as such, are in a convert- 
ed state. 

But this is not the whole, nor the se- 
quel, of this peculiar prophecy. Great 
events subsequent to this Restoration 
and Conversion, are likewise foretold, 
proving the yet longer continuance of 
the temporal or mortal state. For it 
appears that Gog is to make his irrup- 
tion into the land of Israel after it is 
brought back from the sword, and gath- 
ered out of many people, when the Is- 
raelites will -be dwelling in unwalled 
villages, having neither bars nor gates, 
but feeling perfectly safe, and being at 
rest. Under such circumstances it is, 
that Gog is to come ^om tke ivwlV. ^twx%

ag&inst them, with his niukitudiaous 
hosts, covering the country like a cloud. 
He is to come thus, that the heathen 
may know God, and that God may be 
magnified in the eyes- 'of mainj nations, 
by tho destruction of Gog, which is to 
ensue. For, when Gog shall thus come 
against the land of Israel, God's fury 
will fall upon him, and such havoc will 
be made of his forces as waa never 
known before. Seven months shall Ir- 
rael bo in burying their carcasses, and 
seven years in consuming the fuel of 
their battle-field. And th* heathen ehall 
witness that wonderful judgment, and 
among tkem God will set his glory- 
Thus, at some period after the Rcstor- 
alion and Conversion of Israel, shall a 
terrible deatruclioit af her foes ettfue ; 
and even at the time of that destruction, 
there will be heathen in the world to 
witness it, and to be brought by that 
means to the knowledge of the Lord. 
All this is utterly incompatible with the 
notion, that the world is about to be de- 
stroyed, or & stale of immortality to 
comiijincv on earth. 
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Before taking' leave of this passage, 
it might be worth while to observe, that 
if circumstances render it necessary to 
understand some things in it in a figura- 
tive sense, it would not thence follow 
that the whole must be so understood. 
For instance : should it be said, that in 
modern warfare, shields, bucklers, bows, 
arrows, and the like, are not used, and 
that this cannot therefore be literal ; it 
would not follow from this, that literal 
forces and literal destruction are not to 
be understood. Notwithstanding can- 
non and musketry are now the principal 
implements of destruction in war, yet, 
when we speak of the desolation of a 
country by war in modern as well as an- 
cient times, we attribute it to the sword. 
Such figures of speech abound in lan- 
guage. And again: if to show the great 
overthow of a vast host, a figure is in- 
troduced in the passage in the case of the 
seven months occupied in the burial of 
the dead, and the seven years in using 
their rubbish for fuel, there is no diffi- 
culty on that score. The two great 
points of the passage still remain prom- 
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inent and clear, notwithstanding the in- 
troduction of any incidental imagery of 
the kind, namely, that the Israelites are 
to be restored to their land, and that all 
opposition to them is to be brought to 
nought. With regard to the trivial ob- 
jection urged by some, that a promise 
is contained in the passage, of mercy 
to '*the whole house of Israel," and 
that it cannot therefore mean the literal 
Israel, seeing that would include the 
generations of the dead, both the right- 
eous and the wicked ; it is only necessa- 
ry to say in reply, that not an intimation 
is given respecting past generations. 
The passage does not say, the whole 
house of Israel in evtry age. The dead 
cease to belong to any house or nation. 
They are in eternity. Of course it 
speaks of the living; of those who shall 
constitute the house of Israel when 
these events transpire; of those who 
shall be ** gathered out of their enemies* 
lands,'* and ** brought again from the 
people." Daniel said to Belshazzar on 
this wise: ** O thou king, the most 
high God gave Nebuchadnezzar, thy 
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father, a kingdom, and majesty, and 
glory, and honor; and for the majesty 
that he gave him, all people^ iKitions, 
and languages, trembled and feared 6e- 
forehim." Dan. v., 18, 19. But who 
ever dreamed of understanding from 
this, that all the past generations of those 
nations trembled and feared before Neb- 
uchadnezzar ? And who ought to dream, 
that when the subject of the gathering 
of the Israelites from among their ene- 
mies, and restoring them to their own 
land, is under consideration, the phrase, 
the whole house of Israel, signifies the 
generations that have passed away? 
And yet this most unreasonable objec- 
tion is urged-against our views on this 
subject. A cause must be driven to 
straits indeed, to have to resort to such 
objections as these. But quite enough 
on this point. Let us proceed with our 
evidences. 

*' For the children of Israel shall 
abide mam/ days without a king,' and 
without a prince, and without a sacri- 
fice, and without an image, and without 
an ephod, and without teraphim: afttr^ 
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wards shall tho children of li.. ael re- 
turn, and seek Ike Lord, ihcir God, and 
David their king; and shall fear the 
Lord and his goodnesa in the iiiUcr 
days." Hosea, iii. 4, 5. 

What, let me ask, could he plainer 
thaa the foregoing passage? Here the 
condition in which the children of Isra- 
el now are, and for a long time have 
been, is described to the letter, leav- 
ing no possibility of doubt as to Us be- 
ipg the literal Israel. The literal chil- 
dren of Israel are therefore ft rHurn, 
and itek the Lord, and Detmil their king, 
(Christ,) in Ihe latter days; and as 
they have not yet done it, it is still fa fie 
done. That it is the literal and not the 
spiritual Israel, appears still further 
from their returning and seeking the 
Lord. The spiritual Israel aie nut Is- 
rffc/ before they do this; whereas, the 
children of Israel here mentioned are 
Israel all tho time they are thus abiding 
without a king, &.c. before ihey return, 
and seek the Lord; and are go denomi- 
nated by tho prophet. But to proceed 
with our evidence. 
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Omitting several passages that might 
well be quoted were it necessary, we 
at length come to the following: ** Be- 
hold, the eyes of the Lord God are up- 
on the sinful kingdom, and I will de^ 
stroy it from off the face of the earth; 
saving that 1 will not utterly destroi^ 
the house of Jacob, saith the Lord. For 
lo, I will command, and I will sii\ the 
house of Israel among all nations, like 
as corn is sifted in a sieve; yet shall 
not the least grain fall upon the earth,^-^ 
Behold, the days come, saith the Lord, 
that the plowman shall overtake the 
reaper, and the treader of grapes him 
that soweth seed; and the mountains 
shall drop sweet wine, and all the hills 
shall melt. And I will bring again the 
captivity of my people of Israel, and 
they shall build the waste cities, and tn- 
habit them ; and they shall plant vine-' 
yards, and drink the wine thereof; they 
shall also make gardens, and eat the fruit 
of them. And I will plant them upon their 
land, and they shall no more be pulled 
up out of their land which I have giv- 
en them, saith the Lord thy G^^" 
Amos, ix, 8, 9, 13, 14^ 15. 



78 THE JEWS. 

In the foregoing promise, that God 
would not utterly destroy the house of 
Jacob, and that though he would sifl 
the house of Israel like corn among all 
nations, yet that not the least grain 
should fall upon the earth, we have 
another refutation of the assertion of 
those who oppose the idea of the Res- 
toration and Conversion of the Jews, 
that it is the Devil, and not the Lord, 
that preserves them as a distinct people 
among the nations where they are scat- 
tered. We here see, that it is God 
that preserves them, and keeps them 
distinct. With regard to the Restora- 
tion here promised, the various circum- 
stances connected with it, such as their 
building the waste citiea, and inhabiting 
them; planting v in ei/ards, makinor gar- 
dens, and so on; show it to be a tempo- 
ral state of things, and at the same 
time a state of considerable permanence 
and duration. That when they are at 
this period planted on their land, they 
are no more to be pulled up out of it, is 
proof that it is no Restoration that has 
yet occurred, and consequently that it 
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18 yet to take place. But to go on with 
our evidence. 

** I will strengthen the house of Jtf- 
dah, and I will save the house of Jo^ 
seph, and I will bring them again to 
place them; for I have mercy upon 
them: and they shall be as though I 
had not cast them off: for I am the Lord 
their God, and will hear them. And 
they of Ephraim shall be like a mighty 
man, and their heart shall rejoice as 
through wine: yea, their children shall 
see it, and be glad ; their heart- shall 
rejoice in the Lord. I will hiss for 
them, and gather them ; for I have re- 
deemed them: and they shall increase as 
they have increased. And I will sow 
them among the people : and they shall 
remember me in far countries ; and they 
shall live with their children, and turn 
again, I will bring them again also 
out of the land of Egypt ^ and gather 
them out of Assyria ; end I will bring 
them into the land of Giltad and Leh' 
anon ; and place shall not be found for 
them,'' Zech., x. 6 — 10. 

By the mentioning of Judah, Joseph^ 
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and Ephraim, in the foregoing passage, 
it is shown, that all Israel is meant, and 
not merely Judah, or what are common- 
ly called the Jews: consequently this is 
niture. Their being brought again, 
J)roves it to be the literal Israel twice 
over; for the spiritual Israel are not Is- 
rael at all before they are brought to 
the Lord; and there is no secon^i bring- 
ing of them. The increase promised in 
this passage, proves it to be in the mor- 
tal state. The places whence they are 
to be brought, namely, Egypt and As' 
Syria, show that it is not the former 
Restoration of the Jews from Babylon. 
With regard to the dispersion, the cap- 
tivity, the Restoration, and the Conver- 
sion, mentioned in this and the various 
other passages, it may here be remark- 
ed, that they are equally explicit; that 
the Restoration and Conversion are 
shown just as plainly as the dispersion 
and captivity ; that all these terms are 
applied to Israel in the same connec- 
tion ; that it is a violation of the rules of 
language, under such circumstances, to 
make the one literal and the other fig- 
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urative ; and that, unless the literal Res- 
toration and Conversion of Israel is 
proved by these passages, neither is 
their literal dispersion and~ captivity. 
And, in fact, the latitude taken by those 
who oppose the idea of their Restora- 
tion, in attempting to dispose of the pas- 
sages which stand in their way, would, 
if taken throughout, go just as far to- 
wards disproving a literal captivity, and 
even the very existence of literal Jews, 
and would convert the plainest history 
of the Bible into allegoric fiction. To 
show to what extent these allegorists 
carry these matters, and how wide a 
door they open for all manner of specu- 
lation and extravagance,' I will quote a 
few words of what one of them says re- 
specting the bones of the slaughtered 
hosts of Gog, that would be occasionally 
found here and there, afler Israel had 
collected the great mass, and- buried 
them. I shall, in quoting, italicize cer- 
tain words, to call attention to them. 
"The love and practice of slavery," 
says this allegorist, ''is a bone of the 
old mother; the love and practice of war 
is another bone; sectarian prejudices, 

£ 
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and a tyrannical display of physical 
force to put down principles not har*- 
monizing with our views, is a great bone* 
Taking to ourselves titles which helong 
to God, or calling men Rahhis, which 
belong only to Christ, are men^s bones. 
Puffing each other in public papers, and 
passing resolutions in our own favor, arc 
bones of the feet or the hands of man. — 
To preach the traditions of men, instead 
of the word of God; and the laws and 
ordinances of the church and councils, 
instead of the laws of the scriptures and 
ordinances once delivered to the saints 
by Jesus Christ and his apostles; is the 
back-bone of Gog, and must and will bo 
buried, and will no more come into 
mind." Now, gentle reader, this Iwni- 
nous exposition of prophecy is from the 
pen of no less a pci»sonage than William 
Miller himself, who has i*ecently made 
so much noise in the world — the man of 
184*3 notoriety. See his "Views of 
Prophecy," p. 84. I have only to say 
in reference to this quotation, that if 
such scope is to be given to the fancy 
in explaining scripture, there is no the- 
ory, however visionary and wild, that 
cannot be sustained by it. 
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I have now completed my quotations 
fVom the Old Testament. There are in* 
deed various additional passages that 
might be adduced; but to quote all 
would render this treatise somewhat te- 
dious, and would, moreover, be alto- 
gether unnecessary, as thej are very 
similar to those already introduced. — 
What remains, therefore, is, to examine 
certain passages in the New Testament 
that relate to our subject, the investiga- 
tion of which will occupy but a small 
space, compared with what has been de- 
voted to the consideration of the proph- 
ecies on this point from the Old. At all 
events, Ihe reader's patience will be re- 
lieved in as summary a manner as am- 
ple justice to so important a subject will 
permit. 

In examining the New Testament on 
this subject, the first passage that arrests 
the attention is the foUowmg: *' Oh Je- 
rusalem! Jerusalem! thou that killest 
the prophets, and stonest them which 
are sent unto thee; how oflen would I 
have gathered thy children together, 
even as a hen gathereth her chickens 
under her wings, and ye would not. 
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Behold, your house is left unto you 
desolate. For I any unto you, Yc almll 
not sec me henceforth, liU ye shall say. 
Blessed is Ae ikat comelk in the name of 
the Lord." Matt., xxiii., 37, 38, 39. 

This passnge showa, that the lime is 
coming when Jerusalem, that la, the 
Jews, shall say of Jesus Christ, Blossed . 
is he that Cometh in the name of the 
Lord; or, in other words, when they 
shall receive the Christian religion, 
This is too plain to need further com- 
ment. 

The next passage that I will quote, ia 
as follows: "And when ye shall se« 
Jerusalem Compasaed with armies, then 
know that the desolation thereof is nigh. 
— And ther shall fall by the edge of the 
sword, ana shall be led away captive 
into all nations; and Jerusalem slmll be 
trodden down of the Gentiles, untU the 
limes of the Gentiles be fulfilled." Luke, 
xxl, 20. 24. 

Here it is clearly shown by implica- 
tion, that the time is coming when Jeru- 
salem will cease to be trodden down of 
the Gentiles, and when of coume the 
Jeivn will be rCitoivi. The " limes of 
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the Gentiles" here mentioned^ are no 
doubt the famous prophetic period of a 
*' time, times, and a half" mentioned in 
Daniel, xiitb., 6, 7, and in other pasp- 
sages of scripture, thus: '' And one 
said to the man clothed in linen, which 
was upon the waters of the river. How 
long shall it be to the end of these won- 
ders? And I heard the man clothed in 
linen, which was upon the waters of the 
river, when he held up his right hand 
and his left hand unto heaven, and sware 
by him that liveth forever, that it shall 
be for a timcy times, and a half; and 
when he shall have accomplished to 
scatter the power of the holy people, all 
these things shall be finished. " When! 
treat on the prophetic periods, as I pro- 
pose to do in the next pamphlet of the 
series, I shall undertake to show how 
long this *' time, times, and a half" is; 
when it began; and when it will end. 
I will only say here, that I do not asree 
with those who say it terminated in 
1798; fo^ I do not believe it has termi- 
nated even now. That it will come to 
a close in a short time, I have no doubt. 
The precise time will bo considered^ v&. 
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treating of the periods already rneii- 
tinned. With regard to the piirasc, Ike 
holy pfoph, made use of in tnia quota- 
tion from Daniel, it may be remarked, 
that the iBi'aclilcs wci-c denominated 
God's people even when they worshipped 
the golden calf; and in the same sense 
may tbey now be denominated hie peo- 
ple, or "the holy people," although 
(hey still pQi'siat in the rejection of the 
Messiah. 

We now come to the noted xilh chap- 
ter of Romans, where it reads thus: 
" What, then? Israel hath not obtained 
that which he scekcth for; but the elec- 
tion hath ohtaiaed it, and the rest woro 
blinded. — 1 say then, Have thoy stum- 
bled that they should //iH T God forbid: 
but rather, through their fall salvation is 
come unto the GGiilileH, for to jn-otiokr. 
them to jealuHf:y. Now if the fall of 
them be the riches iiftht world, and the 
iHminishin^ of them he the rirhei qfthi 
Gi-ntiln ; how rarich more their frUlnessT 
— For if the eustin^ ateay of thom be 
lie rfconeiUng of Ike worlit, what shall, 
the i-eceiving of them be, but life from 
the (had. For if Ihc first fruit be holy, 
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the lump is also holy ; and if the root he 
holy, so are thg branches. And if some 
of the branches be broken off, and thou 
being a wild olive tree, wert graffed 
in among them, and with them partakest 
of the root and fatness of the olive tree; 
boast not against the branches.^— For 
if thou wert cut out of the olive tree, 
which is tnlfl by nature^ and wert graffed 
contrary to nature into a good olive tree; 
how much more shall these ^ which be the 
natural branches, be graffed into their 
own oUve tree? For I would not, breth- 
ren, that ye should be ignorant of this 
mystery, (lest ye be wise in your own 
conceits,) that blindness in part is hap- 
pened to Israel, until the fullness of the 
Gentiles be come in. And so all Israel 
shall be saved: as it is written. There 
shall come out of Sion the Deliverer, 
and shall turn away ungodliness from 
Jacob: for this is my covenant unto 
them when I shall take aioay their sins. 
As concerning the gospel, they arc £»- 
emies for your sakes: but as touching 
the election, they are beloved for the 
fcUhers* sakes. For as ye in times 
past have not believed God, yet have 





now obtained mercy through thttr uabe- 
H^f; even ho have tfieBe also now not 
believed, that through your merr.^ they 
alsa may obtain nurcy. For God hath 
concluded them all in unbulief, that he 
might hoBC tnerey ujinn all.", Rom,, 
)oth.,7, 11, 12,15,16,17,18,24,25, 
36,27, 28, 30, 51, 34. 

The amount of the Apostle's argu- 
ment is this: that at that time, although 
& few, a remnant, of the Jews hud em- 
braced Christianity, the groat body of the 
nation had rejected it. But though they 
had gtumbled, yet through Ihia means 
salvation bad come to the Gentiles; and 
if so auspicious a result could be real- 
ized even from their fall, how much 
inorc from their fullness, their recovery ? 
"If the casting away of them be the 
retoncHing of the woriri, what shall the 
rteeiei/ig of them be but life front the 
deaii?" " For if the first fiuil be ho- 
■ ly," if the remnant be converted; " the 
lnm[> is alao holy," the nation shall be 
iconvortcd. And if the branches fi-om 
(he wild olive tree were graffed into the 
the good olive tree; if iho Gentiles 
were bi-oughl into the Christian church; 
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how muck more shall the natural branch- 
es that were broken off, even the Jews, 
be graffed into their own olive tree, con- 
verted to Christianity. For, let not the 
Gentile Christians be ignorant of this 
mystery, that blindness in pari is hap- 
pened to Israel, a portion, (the larger 
portion to be sure,) of the Jewish peo-- 
pie, till the fuUness of the Gentiles be 
come in. And what then ? Is it not 
here fairly implied, that this blindiiess 
in part will cease when the fullness of 
the Gentiles be come in? Assuredly 
it is. Nor is this all. The case is not 
led to mere inference. It is expressly 
declared, that then all Israel shall be 
saved, and consequently that this blind- 
ness in part shall be removed. And 
this salvation of all Israel is represent- 
ed by the Apostle as the meaning of the 
prophet when he says, "There shall 
come but of Sion the Deliverer, and shall 
turn away ungodluiess firom Jacob." 
Though the great body of the Jews are 
now blinded and sinful, and will so con- 
tinue a little longer; yet the Deliver- 
er will ere long open their eyes, and 
take away their suib. KiM^.^»a^^Vjwar 
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tiles havo in times past, through the un- 
belief of the Jews, obtained mercy; so 
will (he Jews, through tltis mercy to the 
Gentiles, at length obtain mercy thetn- 

The opponents of this view of the 
subject say, that this cannot be the lit- 
eial Israel, because, if this were the 
case, if all the literal Israel were to bo 
saved, it would prove the salvation of 
the Israelites who had died in their sins. 
But it is the fact, as every one may 
see, that it is the literal Israel of which 
the Apostle speaks. But when he says, 
"And so ail Israel shall be saved," he 
has no reference to past generations. 
He means merely, that at a certain fu- 
ture period, the blinilneHS that has fall- 
en upon the generality of the Jews will 
be removed, and that the generation 
that shall then be on the earth will not 
thus be blinded. Not merely a rannaitt, 
a select few, but all of them shall see, 
shall believe. " And so all Israel shall 
be saved." Strange work indeed would 
our opponents make with some portions 
of scripture, were they to apply their 
rule ol' explanation throughout, as they 
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do in this instance, and in the case of 
the phrase, ** the whole house of fsra- 
el," as already noticed. All Israel^ 
they say, must mean, in the case of the 
literal Israel, the Israelites in every 
age. Well, then, let us try this rule a 
little. '* And all the children of Israel 
murmured against Moses and against 
Aaron." Ex., xiv. 2. "And Moses 
called aU Israel^ and said unto them,. 
Hear, O Israel,'* &c. Deut., v. 1. 
Numerous passages of the kind might 
be quoted, but these will suffice as -well 
as a thousand, and they show the utter 
worthlessness of the objection under 
consideration; for surely all the Israel- 
ites in every age did not murmur against 
Moses and Aaron, nor did Moses call 
all the Israelites in every age, and 
speak to them. But a further proof 
that it is the literal, and not the spiritu- 
al Israel, in the case before us, is con-^ 
tained in the reasoning of the Apostle, 
and in the attendant circumstances. 
"And 90 all Israel shall be saved." 
How ? By having that partial blindness * 
removed which had happened to them 
till the fullness of the Gentiles be come 
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in; by the Deliverer's coming out of 
Zion, and turning away ungodliness 
from Jacob. Surely, it was not the 
spiritual Israel that were in this blind 
and ungodly state, and that are put in 
contrast with the remnant of Israel and 
the converted Gentilea. 

** But," say our opponents^ ** there'* 
an if to this matter. The Jews shal} 
be grafted in again, if they abide not 
still in unbelief.'^ Well, that they wUl 
not abide in unbelief, is expressly de- 
clared in the context: ** There shuli 
rome out of Sion the Deliverer, and afiali 
turn away ungodliness from JojiobJ'^ Of 
course they will then be graffed in again ; 
and this i/'is used argumentatively, and 
not contingently; as when Christ, for 
instanco, in signifying what death he 
should die, remarked, **And I, (/* I be 
Hfled up from the r/irthy will draw all 
men unto me.*' John xii. 32. Surely, 
Christ did not mean by the woi^i if in 
this place, that there was any uncer- 
tainty with ]*egard to his being lifted up. 

" But," say^ our op|>oncntH again, 
*' Pa^il expressed a doubt as to the sal- 
vation of any of i\ui Jgws» when be said. 
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'^ifhy any means I may provdke to em- 
ulation them wliich are mj flesh, and 
might save some of them. ^^ 1 reply: Paul 
spoke here with regard to bis own per- 
sonal efforts for their salvation, and this 
at the time that blindness was upon them. 
Had he himself, under those circum- 
stances, failed of being instrumental in 
the salvation of a single Jew of his day» 
this would not show that all Israel who 
may be on the earth when the fulbiesa 
of the Gentiles be come in, will not b« 
saved. 

*'But again," say they, '*as blind- 
ness in pari has happened to the Jcw» 
till the fullness of the Gentiles be come 
iii, this sliows that they are tuver to be 
converted; for the fullness of the Gen- 
tiles will not come in till the end of the 
world." To this I reply, that such, an 
explanation of the coming in of the full- 
ness of the Gentiles as this, is directly al 
variance with tlie declaration of the Apos- 
tle, that alt Israel shall be saved ; directly 
at variance with the declai'ation of the 
prophet, that thci-e shall couu out of Sion 
f/ic Dfiioever, and turn away ungodliness 
from Jacob; and directly at variance 
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with the whole tenor of the Apostle's 
remarics upon the subject, such as, that 
their fuUness should be much more ben- 
eficial to the world, than their fall and 
diminution; the receiving of them, than 
the casting of them away; and so on. 
It would seem, by taking the scope of 
the whole that the Apostle says upon 
upon the subject, that when the time ar- 
rives for the conversion of the world, 
the Jews will be converted, and that this 
wiU greatly accelerate the conversion of 
the unconverted Gentiles: it will be 
to them as life &om the dead. The 
hypercriticism made here by our oppo^ 
nents, respecting the blindness of the 
Jews continuing till the fullness of -the 
Gentiles be come in, might quite as well 
be dispensed with by men who can split 
such a term as w^n or then in twain, 
and put the one half of it a thousand 
^ears from the other; as, for example, 
in the xiith of Daniel, verses 1 , S, where 
it speaks of the awaking of many uf 
them that sleep in the dust of the earth, 
some to life, and some to contempt. Al- 
though^it says this awaking is to take 
place at that tinu^ yet our opponents 
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postpone the awaking of the latter a 
whole thousand years from the time the 
former awake. So likewise in the case 
of the sheep and the goats in the xxrth 
of Matthew, when the Son of man shall 
come in his glory. And though I doubt 
not they are wrong in these mstances, 
yet theif at least need not be hypercriti- 
cal with regard to a little latitude that 
may be taken with a term, when, as in 
this case of the conversion of the Jews, 
the circumstances justify and even re- 
quire it. And finally, there is nothing 
to show, that the end of the world wiU 
come with the coming in of the fullness 
of the GentUes^ if the Jews still remain 
vncanverted: for the Gentiles, without 
the Jews, are not ail nations: so that, 
were it to be conceded that the end of 
the world is to come when the gospel 
shall be preached in all the world, for a 
witness unto all nations, and the fullness 
of those nations be come in, this would 
not prove that the end would come be- 
fore the fullness o£the Jews be come in, 
but would prove the contrary. 

Our opponents say, that it was not 
the liteml Canaan that w«i promised to 
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Abmham, arifl then strangely quote the 
following passage to prove their assert 
tion: ''By faith Abraham, when he was 
called to go out into a place which he 
should after receive for an inheritance^ 
obeyed; and he went out, not knowing 
whither he went. By faith he sqfaumed 
in the land of promise as in a strange 
country, dwelling in tabernacled with 
Isaac and Jacob, the heirs with him of 
the same promise: for he looked for a 
city which hath foundations, whose build- 
er and maker is God." Heb. xi. 8 — 
10. This passage expressly says, that 
Abraham was to rcceice for an inherit 
tance ike place io which he was caUed to 
go, and that it was the land ofpromist in 
which lie sojourned: and yet our oppo* 
nonts, in the very face of this assertion, 
quoted by themselves, declare that* it 
was not the land of promise ! And why ? 
Because he dwelt in that land of prom- 
ise as a stranger, and looked for a city, 
&c. But how could he sojourn in the 
land of promise if it was not the land of 
'promise? And what proof is it, that it 
was not the promised land, contrary to 
this express assertion of scripture, sim- 
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ply bec&UBC Abraham valued heaten il- 
self more highly than even his earthier 
possession. How is it that our opponentip 
cannot perceive, that two kinds of pron^ 
ises were made to Abraham, temporal 
and spiritual: temporal as respected tem- 
poral Canaan; spiritual as respected the 
''city which hath foundations, whose 
builder and maker is God." It is to 
these spiritual promises that the Apk>stle 
refers, when he speaks of Gideon, Ba- 
rak, Samson, Jephthae, David, Samuel, 
and the prophets, and says, " these all, 
having obtained a good report through 
faith, received not the promise." What 
promise? They certainly did inherit 
the land of promise in which Abraham 
sojourned. They received thai promise. 
This of itself shows, that it was another 
promise to which the Apostle alludes in 
this ease, ^and through the whole xith 
chapter of Hebrews. Why will not our 
opponents learn to make this distinction, 
and thus avoid their confusion — and con- 
tradiction of scripture. Yes, their con- 
tradiction of scripture, unintentional 
though it be: for if their assertion that 
the literal Canaan was not premised to 




Abraham, ii; not a direct contradiction of 
tho scripture assertion, that he &qjpurucd 
tn thi land of promise, then I kuow not 
what would be such a contradiction. Let 
them say, that Canaan was not all that 
was pi'oinised, and wo will agree with 
them in that: but to say that it was not 
Itroinised at all, is a little — ay, a good 
deal too much. 

i^qual confuaion and havoc do they 
make, in relation to the passages which 
s]ieak of the seed of Abraham. Because, 
forsooth, some passages speak of Abra- 
ham's spiritual seed, even Christ, aad 
believers in him, these — expoundtrs 
shall I call thcm^ no, no: — these oppo- 
nenta of ours must needs take other pas- 
sages which speak of the Hieral seed, 
and twist theui out of all shape, to make 
them spiritual liketeise. Thus, for in- 
stance, they quote the promise to Abra- 
ham, Isaac, and Jacob, in which God 
saya he will give to them and their setd 
the land of Canaan, the land where they 
sojourned, Ulc. ; and then they turn to 
ihe New Tislament, and quote the pas- 
sages which speak of the sjiu'itual seed^ 
oven Christ and Cliristiu 
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that the others cannot be the literal seed, 
beoauae Christ and Christians are de- 
nombated seed. Well, now, this is 
great reasoning, no doubt ; but, as it is 
a poor rule that will not work both 
wajs, suppose we bring this masterly 
logic to this test. It can't mean the Mte^ 
rai Canaan, and the literal seed of Abra- 
ham in some passages, say they, because 
in other passages it means the spiritual 
Canaan, and the spiritual seed. Very 
well; it can't mean, the spiritual Ca- 
naan and the spiritual seed in some 
passages, we reply, because in oth^r 
passages it means the literal Canaan, 
and the literal seed. How do you like 
that, ye logical opponents? How do 
you like your own argument carried 
out? Pray, never make use of it again, 
if for no other reason, yet for your own 
sakes.' 

After denying that Canaan was prom- 
ised to the Jewa^ they undertake to show 
what it was that was promised, and to 
If Ao»t the promise was made. For thia. 
purpose, they quote this, among other 
passages: *' For the promise that he 
should be the heir of the worlds was not to 
Abraham or to his seed through the law,

but through Ihc riglitcouaneas oC faiih. 
Por if they which are of the law be heirs, 
Riith is made void, and the promise made 
of none effect. Because the law work- 
olh wrath; for *here no law is, there is 
no transgression. Therefore it is of 
faith, that it might be by grace; to the 
end the prnmiae might be sure to all the 
seed, not to that only which is of the 
law, but to that also which is of the faith 
of Abraham, who is the father of us all; 
as it is written, I have made thee a fd' 
ther of mavy nations." Rom. iv. 13 — 
n. How, say they, we have found 
lohtU the inheritance is, who the heirs are, 
and teho (he children ore to whom the 
promises are made — not the literal de- 
scendants of Abraham, but nil who arc 
of faith. The ttwrW belongs to Christ 
and his people." 

Let us now turn to this promise, as 
made lo Abraham, Gen. xvii. 3, 4. — 
" And Abram fell on his face; and God 
talked with him, saying, as for me, be- 
hold, ray covenant is with thee, and 
thou hIibR be a father of many nations." 
This is the promise quoted by the ApoB- 
ile in Romans, as showing that Abra- 
ham was to be the heir of (he world, or 
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as it is expressed in the promise itself, 
a father of many nations. This- prom- 
ise was confined to Abraham himself; 
for, to extend it to his spiritual seed, as 
our opponents do, and make them the 
heirs of the world, is to make them the 
fathers of many nations, that is, the fa- 
thers of themselves! And here I will 
correct an inadvertence or oversight of 
my own, in noticing this promise, togeth- 
er with several others connected with it, 
on pagQ 30, where I speak of them alt 
as Doing literally fulfilled. I should 
have excepted this one, at least so far 
as to give it the spiritual meaning which 
is here siven to it by the Apostle ; al- 
though it is still true, that Abraham was 
literally, asVell as spiritually, a father 
of many nations, and my statement was 
correct as far as it went. But there are 
othiT promises in connection with this, 
of quite another kind, which I will quote 
in this place. In verses, 5, 6, 8 of the 
same chapter of Grenesis, it reads thus: 
"And I will make thee exceeding fruit' 
ful, and I will make nations of thee. Bad 
kings shall come out of thee, — And I 
will give unto thee, and to thy seed of- 



ier thee, the land wherein thou nrt a 
stranger, all the /«nrf of Canaan, for an 
eoerlasting possession; and I will be 
their God." Now tho Aposlle docs not 
aay that IIksc nrontisoB wci* apjilicd to 
the spiritual cnildrcii of Abraham, but 
only that other promise, that they should 
be his children bj faith, and he their fa- 
ther in the same sense, or the htir of the 
world. Nor can the promises last quot- 
ed be so applied. His spiHlual seed do 
not come out u/*hini; nor is the land 
teherein he icas a stratigtr, the land of 
Canaan, theirs; but it does belong to his 
Kleral seed, and they have inhabited it, 
and, as we contend, are to inhabit it 

, "But,"continueouropponents, "ihcy 
are not all Israel thai are of Israel. 
He is not n Jew who is one ouhvardly, 
neilher is that circumcision ifhich is 
outward in the flesh. If ye are Christ's, 
then are ye Abraham's seed, and heirs 
according lo ihc promise." To all 
this il may be replied, that though this 
is true in the spiritual sense, it is not so 
in the litornl. We know, as well as 
our opponents, that a literal Jew is not 
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a spiritual one unless he is regenerated, 
ana that, without regeneration, he can- 
not see the kingdom of God, which is 
the inheritance promised to the spiritu- 
al seed of Abraham, whether Jew or 
Gentile. But what then? Does this 
prove that the literal Jews are not the 
literal seed of Abraham, and that, as 
such, they will not inherit the literal Ca- 
naan? By no means. All real Chris- 
tians are Abraham's spiritual seed, and 
will inherit the heavenly Canaan. But 
we find the literal Canaan promised al- 
so; and there would be just as much 
reason in a Gentile Christian's layinj; 
claim to this, as in confounding the two 
classes of promises with each other, and 
destroying the distinction between the 
literal and spiritual seed, as our oppo- 
nents do. In fact, some of them go so 
far as even to claim that land. A dis- 
tinguished writer of theirs says, " * If 
ye be Christ's, then are ye Abraham's 
seed, and heirs according to the prom- 
ise; ' that is, heirs of the promised 
land given to Abraham and his seed." 
What an idea! Was it the land of Ca- 
Tiaan, was it Palestine^ was it ihe land 
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wherein the ancestors of the Jews dwelt, 
that was promised to the Christian 
world? No! no! no! The promise to 
Abraham in which Gentile Christians 
are interested, and to which they can 
lay claim, is this: '* In thee, and in 
thy seed, (Christ,) shall all the nations, 
fiunilies, and kindreds of the earth be 
Messed,^^ This then is the promise to 
which the spiritual. Gentile seed of 
Abraham are heirs, viz: a blessing. 
But as to the land of Canaan, they have 
about as little concern with that, as any 
men can well have. And it is marvel- 
ous, yes, it is marvelous, that men should 
thus confound things so distinct as are 
the two kinds of promises made to Abra- 
ham, the one for his literal, the other 
for his spiritual children. They have 
only to cap the climax, by claiming to 
be literal Jews, which they can with as 
much propriety do, as to claim the liter- 
al Canaan. Let them do this, on the 
strength of being denominated Abra- 
ham's seed, and they will then be con- 
sistent in absurdity, and follow out their 
theory to its legitimate termination. 
Thus we see, that what is said in the 
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New Testaihent respecting the spiritual 
«eed of Abraham, and their spiritual in-^ 
heritance, has no relation whatever to 
any of the numerous promises relating 
to the land of Canaan, in which (A.bra-^ 
ham dwelt as a stranger ; and our oppo- 
nents, therefore, in quoting the passages 
relative to that spiritual seed, do just 
nothing at all towp,rds neutralizing our 
^evidences. They prove that there is a 
spiritual seed, to whom there are spirit- 
ual promises made, which we readily ad- 
mit; but they do not prove that there 
is not a literal seed, to whom literal prom* 
ises are made: they do not prove, that 
the Jews are hot to be converted, and 
restored to the land of Canaan. Nor 
do they, nor caii they, set our evidences 
aside, which we produce to prove, that 
this is to be the fact. 

I will here notice one small, false crit^ 
icism of our opponents, not because it is 
intrinsically entitled to notice, but be- 
cause they offer it as an argument 
against us. It is as follows. They say, 
in relation to the passages which speak 
of the Restoration and Conversion of the 
Jews, that the promise is made to those 
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whom the BTophists addressed, not to 
their deseenttants ; hs for instance, ** I 
will take you from among the heathen, 
and gather you out of all comitries, and 
bring pou into yottr oum land. A nm 
heart also will I give you, and a nem 
spirit will I pnt within you, and ye riiall 
dwell in the land that I gave to yonr fa* 
thers; and ye shall be mj people, and I 
will be your God. In the day that I 
shall have cleansed you from all your in- 
iquities, I will also cause you to dwell in 
the cities, and the wastes shall be buiUU 
ed." Ezek. xxxvi. 24, 26, 28, 35. After 
quoting this passage, they call our at- 
tention to the next chapter in Ezekiel, 
which contains the vision of the valley 
of dry bones, emblematic of the whole 
housi of Israel; and, contending that 
this is a description of the resurrection 
of the righteous from the dead, they in- 
fer, that tiie Israel here mentioned in the 
passage just quoted, signifies the spirit^ 
ual Israel, and that the prophet, in his 
address in the second person, you, 
speaks to the spiritual Israelites of eve- 
ry age. Now let us analyze these curi- 
ous ideas a little. 
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If this means the resurrection of the 
spiriiiud Israel of all generations, pray 
what IB meant by their fathers, in the 
plnrase, *' the land that I gave to your 
falthtrBJ*^ Again: as spiritual Israelites 
hare ntw hearts and new spirits , and are 
tU€m$edfrom their iniquities, before they 
die, how can this promise of giving new 
heads and spirits, and cleansing from 
iniquity, be applied to them at or after 
the resuirection of the dead?-— or, in 
iact, at any other time ? for they are not 
spiritual Israelites before they have these 
new hearts, 8tc. And then, as to their 
dwelling in the cities, and the huilriing of 
the wmtes. Such a state of things as 
this after the resurrection! To what 
monstrous absurdities will not error 
lead! And this vision of the valley of 
dry bones too: this the resurrection! 
Worse and worse! Why, just read one 
verse about these dry bones: "Then he 
said unto me. Son of man, these bones 
are the whole house of Israel: behdd 
they say. Our hones are dried, and our 
hope is lost; we are cut off for our 
parts." BzdE. xxxvii. 11. And do 
bones talk? and talk abeut their bmes. 
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WlK.t child, on due reflection, cuinot i 
understand, tbat Ihis vdlBy of dry bones 
was a mere symbol, repreMonting the 
spiritual death of the Israelites; and that 
their being brought up out of their graves 
is another symbol, showing that they 
will be raised from that spiritual death? 
Especially will this be evident, by per- 
using what irainediately follows, relative 
to their being placed in Iheir otcn land; 
and more especially still, by reading the 
subsequent illustration of the two slicks, 
by which it is shown, that the whole kouse 
of Israel, that i^, Israel and Judah, (and 
not merely Judah,) are to be taken troni 
amoug the heathen, and brought into 
their own land, wherein their fathers 
dwelt, where Ihey are to be united, and 
be no longer two nations; and where 
tliey are likewise to acknowledge Jesus 
as the Messiah. As to that small, false 
criticism which leads off our opponents 
into these far-fetched and absurd expo- | 
sitions, namely, that the promisea of ' 
Restoration are shown to be made to 
those whom the prophets addressed, and 
nottotheir<lescendantB,by their using the 
second person, you : 1 only ask them not 
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to fly from their own rule when I bring 
one of the numerous passages that might 
be produced, to test the correctness of 
their position. The passage is this: 
** And Joseph said unto his brethren, I 
die; and God will surely visit you, and 
bring you out of this land, unto the land 
which he sware to Abraham, to Isaac, 
and to Jacob. And Joseph took an oath 
of the children of Israel, saying, God 
will surely visit you, and yn shall raiTy 
up my hones from hence,** Gen. 1. 24, 
'25, Now, according to the rule of in- 
terpretation under consideration, Jo- 
seph's brethren, and the Israelites whom 
ho addressed on this occasion, must 
have lived for hundreds of years after 
'his death, and finally have been restor- 
ed to the promised land from the Egyp- 
tian bondage, carrying his bones with 
them on their return. But this was not 
the fact. We not only know from the 
natural course of things, that they did 
not live to do this, but it is expressly so 
declared, Ex. i. 6. ** And Joseph died, 
and all his brethren, and all thai genera* 
tion,*^ This, it will be seen, by what 
immediately follows in that chapter, was 
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befoie the Egyptian oppression had even 
commenced. What more is wanting to 
confute our opponents on this* point? — 
Who cannot by this perceive, that when 
a nation is addressed, the use of the sec- 
ond person does by no means necessarily 
signify the identical individuals spoken 
to. Whether it does or does not signify 
them, roust be decided by the circum- 
stances in each particular case. 

Another objection urged by our op- 
ponents is, that the New Testament de- 
stroys all distinction between Jew and 
Gentile, having broken down the parti- 
tion wall; and that the servants of Grod 
are even to be called by another name^ 
as predicted by Isaiah in the following 
passage: **And ye shall leave your 
name for a curse unto my chosen; for 
the Lord shall slay thee, and call his 
servants by another name." Isa. Ixv. 15. 

This breaking down of the partition 
wall between Jews and Gentiles, and 
abolishing the distinction between Jew 
and Greek, relates solely to religion^ 
and not to nationality. The passage 
which says, that there is neither Jew 
nor Greek, says likewise there is nei- 
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tber male nor female: thai is« there U 
iia distioction aa respects r^cion, but» 
aft ihe same passage states, aU are onci 
in Christ Jesus. But this no more 
pif^ves, that the Jews are not to be a dis- 
tinot people, and inhabit Palestine as a 
naJtian, under the Chri^ian dispensation, 
tbao that the sexes have become extinct, 
pr the inhabitants of Christendom ceased 
to be separate nations. And as to the 
%40fd^9 spying the Jews, and calling bia 
[servants by another name, ha will no 
doubt cut off all the incorrigible, both 
jews and Gentiles, and call all that re- 
main Christiana. 

The inquiry here very naturally aris- 
^, Why should God specially interest 
kitoself in behalf of the Jews, a sin^l, 
irebelKous race as they are? ' Why 
should they be restored to their land ? 
Why should iJuy have peculiar favor, 
moire than others? The ready answer 
lo this inquiry is contained in the fol- 
lowing quotation from scripture : ' 'Thus 
saith the Lord God; I do not this for 
yimr sakes, O house of Israel, but for 
my kofy n€M^*s sake^ which ye have pro- 
faned among the heathen, whither ye 
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w^ent. And 1 will sanctify my great 
name, which was profaned among the 
heathen, which ye have profaned in the 
midst of them; and the heathen shall 
^ know that 1 anx the Lord, saith tHe 

Lord God, when I shall be sanctified in 
you before their eyes. For I will take 
you from among the heathen, and gath- 
er you out of all countries, and will 
bring you into your own land. — And 1 
will put my Spirit within you, and cause 
you to walk in my statutes, and ye shall 
keep my judgments and do them. And 
ye shall dwell in the land that I gave t<: 
your fathers ; and ye shall be my people. 
"' and I will be your God. — Not toryoui 

sakes do I this, saith the Lord God, b< 
it known unto you: h& ashamed anc 
confounded for your own ways, O hous< 
I of Israel. — Then the heathen that ar< 

' lcf\ round about you shall know, that j 

I the Lord build the ruined places, an< 

! plant that that was desolate : I the Lon 

I have said it, and I will do it.'^ Kzek. 

j XXXV,, 22, 23, 24, 27, 28, 32, 36. 

! If we consider the probabilties of th< 

I rase, we shall find them aUogether ii 

I fftvor of our side of the question. Th« 
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present condition of the JeWs is most 
unnatural indeed. Nothing but Divine 
interposition could keep them dispersed 
as they are. Let the pressure of desti- 
ny be removed, and they would return 
to the land of their ancestors as natur- 
ally as the needle turns to the pole. 
Any people, dispersed^as they are, would 
do it: how readily then would the Jews 
return to Paltstine, the land not only 
endeared to them as the country of their 
progenitors, but identified with their re- 
ligion, and hallowed by a thousand sa- 
cred associations. How much more 
desirable, also, must it be to them, 
to be collected as a nqtion, kindred 
in blood and faith, than to remain as 
they are, scattered among all nations, 
and exposed to all kinds of evil. Nor 
would their conversion to Christianity 
be a good reason against their return to 
Palestine; for though this would destroy 
the religious distinction between Jews 
and Gentiles, it is no more a reason why 
the Jews should not be a nation, and 
occupy a particular country by them- 
selves, than it would be against the in- 
habitants of Christendom being divided 
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into ilUferent nations, and occupyiq 
different countries. While mea live q 
Ihe earth, they must havx some partii 
uiar place to live in; and it is certaiajj 
more natural, more eligible, and moi 
appropriate every way, for a people lUf 
tbe Jew9, allied by the strongest ai| 
moBt numerous ties that ever boimcL 
people together, to live in a comniunil 
in a country by themselves, (and th) 
country Palestine of course in thecaset 
the Jews,) than to be scattered fromtb 
one end of the earth to the other. B| 
aides, it is the fact that the Jews Id gn 
eral throughout the world are ansioiul 
expecting and desiring to return to tin 
country. Among other evidences | 
this, I copy the following article, col 
tained in the " Christian Intelligenc«( 
of March 26th, 1842. 

"The Juvs.— The Rev. T. S. Gr«| 
shawe, known (o American CbristiM 
as the biographer of Leigh Richmoq 
and Cowper, has lately returned froio^ 
visit to the East. At a meeting held;f 
ShrewBbury, England, in behalf of t]] 
Society for promoting Clirislianilyamos 
1 the Jews, he said be found iu Grceci 



Turkey, and Syria, an extraordinary 
■pirit of inquiry among the Jews. There 
leemed to be a general impression, that 
Iha period was at handT when the Jews 
as a nation would return to their own 
country; that the prophecies mentioned 
by Daniel and the other prophets were 
baing fulfilled; and that the finger of 
God waa pointed toward Jerusalem, bid- 
ding the Jews to march forward. There 
toag a universalily in it that seemed to be 
0fOod. He found it prevailing through- 
out the whole of the Levant. It exist- 
ed along the banks of the Danube, and 
he heard of it as generally difiused 
amon^ the Jews of Poland. In Egypt, 
also, be found a similar impression, and 
he learned from travelers that it pre- 
vailed through Abyssinia; and he discov- 
ered that it was also prevalent in Pales- 
tine. He had no hesitation in stating, 
that the Restoration of the Jews is firm- 
ly and universally believed by the Jews 
themselves, more especially in the East, 
and presumed to be drawing nigh. A 
Jew at Constantinople told him, that all 
they wanted was fireedom of inquiry. 
' Gq, sir,' sai4 ha, weeping, and moiat- 
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citing his (Mr. GriiBshawe's) hands with 
his tears, ' go to your own land, the 
hind of civil and religions liberty, an4 
intercede for the poor Jews, and obtain 
for them a participation in those priyi* 
leges by which you yourselves are so 
greatly distinguished; and know that 
there arqphundreds of us already secret- 
ly convinced of the truth of Christiani- 
who are prepared openly io embrace it. 
Did I say hundreds,' he added; 'I 
would rather say there are thousands, 
who are inwardly convinced, that Jesus 
is the promised Messiah.' '* 

The following extracts from a ** His^ 
tory of the Jews," recently published by 
M. A. Berk, will furnish still further cv 
idcnce to the same purpose. 

" Of late years there has been a very 
remarkable confluence of the Jews to- 
wards Palestine. , They have never, in 
the course of their many and miserable 
wanderings, ceased to regard the Holy 
Land as pre-eminently theirs; wherever 
scattered, they have always looked to it 
as a country which, at some time or oth- 
^JTi should be again restored to them. — 
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They have long considered it a very 
great privilege to close their days in Ju- 
dea, and especiafly at Jerusalem; and 
many, at the extremity of life, have gone 
to lay their bones among those of their 

ancestors. Old and young, rich and 

poor, learned and unlearned, alike share 
in this fond longing for a final resting 
place in Palestine. In every part of the 
world, the heart of the true Israelite 
beats high at the mention of his much 
loved and revered *Holy City ;' and mor- 
ning and evening he turns his face to it 
at the period of prayer. But ever since 
1832, when Mehemct Ali took posses- 
sion of Syria, there has been a remark- 
able flocking of the Jews ta Palestine. 
The precise number of them at present 
in the Holy Land is climated to amount 
to about 40,000, They reside chiefly 
at the four cities which they consider as 
holy, Jerusalem, Hebron, Tiberias and 
Saphet. The last mentioned was de- 
stroyed by an earthquake in January, 
1837, before which time 7000 Jews were 
resident there. It is again rising out of 
its ruins, and now contains about 2000 
Israelite inhabitants. . There is a He- 
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brew tradition that the Messish will fint 
appear in thia place, which is situated 
on the aumrait of one 'of the mountains 
in the neigh hoi-hobd of the Sea of Gali- 
leo, and is supposed to be the very town 
pointed out by our Lord, when, durine 
bis sennon on the Mount, be aaiJ, ' A 
city that is sot on a hill cannot be hid.' 
(Matt, V. 14.) In Jerusalem, which 
contains six synagogues, there are said 
to be about 10,000 Jqwb; in Hebron, 
700 or 800; and in Tiberias, 1200. 

" No matter what the station or the 
rank, — no matter what, or how far dis- 
tant the country where the Jew residee, 
he still lives upon the hope, that he will 
one day journey Zionward. No clioiB 
can change, no season quench, that pa- 
triotic ardor with which the Jew beholds 
Jerusalem, even through the vista of a 
long futurity. On his first approach to 
the city, while yet within a day's jour- 
ney, he puis on his best apparel; and 
when the first view of it bursts upon his 
sight, he rends his garments, falls down 
to weep and pray over the long sought 
object of his pilgrimage, and witli dust 
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sprinkled oo bis head, he enters the city 
q£ his fore-fathers. No child ever re- 
turned home after long absence with 
more yearnings of affection; no proud 
baron ever beheld his ancestral towers 
and lordly halls, when they had become 
another's^ with greater sorrow, than the 
»r Jew when he first beholds Jerusa- 




lem." 



The following touching and interest- 
mg religious service, that was in use 
some years ago among the Caraite Jews 
at Jerusalem, will serve as a further il- 
lustration of this point. It is contained 
in the Journal of the once celebrated 
Jewish Missionary, Wolff. The Rabbin 
and the people speak alternately. 

'* Rabbin. On account of the palace 
which id laid waste; 

'^People. We sit lonely and weep. 

''JR. On account of the temple which 
fti destroyed; 

"P. We sit lonely and weep. 

**il. On accoiint of her walls which 
are pulled down; 

"P. We sit lonely and weep.

**12. On nccount of our great men 
who have been cast down; 

•*P. We sit lonely and weep. 

**U. On account of our precious ' 
stones which are burned;

**/J. On account of the priests who 
have stumbled; 

*'P. We sit lonely and weep. 

''JR. On account of our kings who 
have despised Him ; 

"P, We sit lonely and weep. 

* *'JR. We beseech thee to have mercy 
upon Zion; 

'*P. Gather the children of Jerusa- 
lem. 

'*il. Make haste, oh Redeemer of 
Zion ; 

"P. Speak to the heart of Jerusalem. 

"iJ. May beauty and majesty sur- 
round Zion; 

**P. And turn with mercy to Jerusa- 
lem. 

*'JR. Remember the shame of Zion; 

''P. Remember again the ruins of 
JeMisalem. 

'^R, May the royal government shine 
ov9r Zion ; 
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**P. Comfort those who mourn at Je^ 
fusalem. 

^^R, May joy and gladness be found 
upon Zion; * 

**P. A branch shall come forth at Je-> 
rusalem." 

It is true there are some inHdel Jews 
in this country, and perhaps in other 
countries, who do not believe in their 
Restoration. But such ones do not be- 
lieve in their own scriptures; and they 
are no more an index of the general be- 
lief of the Jews on this point, than are 
the opinions of infidels among Christians 
an index of the sentiments of the latter. 
But all Jews, so far as I am informed^, 
who believe in the Old Testament ; who 
believe in their prophecies; who believe 
in their religion; believe also in their 
Restoration to the land which their fath- 
ers inhabited and are ardently de« 

siring the time to arrive. I reiterate the 
the assertion, therefore, that the proba- 
bilities of the case are altogether in our 
favor. And when to this are added the 
plain and hujpfierous predictions in rela- 
tion to the subject, so many of which 
have been brought into vie v. i^i Ahe 



cout'se of tliu in V est ig at tun, the evi- 
dence becomes feaistlese and over wlieliBr- 
ing. Why, only coostder the amazing 
strength of that evidence, now that we 
are comuig to a close. Think ol' the 
wonderful interposition of heaven in re- 
lation to this people, from the calling of 
Abraham down through all the subae- 
(jueDl periods of their history,' under 
all their varied circumstances, to the 
present hour. Think of the promise 
of God to Abraham, that be would ^ivc 
to his scett, for an everlasting poaseaeion, 
the land whire he then was, the land which 
he then saw, the land through which hr. 
then went, the land ir which he was then a 
stranger, the land of promise, the land 
of Canaan — from Ikt fiver of Egypt, un- 
to the great river, tht river Euphrates. 
Think of the promise of God to Isaac 
and to Jacob, that tu their seed (the lit- 
eral of course, they not being the fath- 
ers of the failhtiil, like Abraham,) he 
would give all those countries, the land 
whereon they lay, spreading abroad to 
the weut, and to the east, and to the 
north, and to ihe south ; reminding them 
at the same time, that this waa a renew- 
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al to thein of the proiuiee (hat he had 
made to Abraham. Thiak f>f Uie. i»< 
junction of Joseph to the cbildren of Iih 
rael, to carry his botus with them frou 
Bg^pt to the land which he swara to 
Abraham, to Isaac, and to Jacob; aad 
likewise, of the declaratioa of God to 
Moaes, that he had promised those p»- 
triarchs the land of Canaan, th» laiid 
of their pilgrimage, wJwreta tiuy tHr§ 
il rangers ; and of the inteFGeauon af 
Moses in behalf of the idolatroua Isra^ 
elites, in which be urges as a reaaott 
for their being preaarved from extiiKi- 
tion, that God had promised to give 
them the land of Canaan, and that Ibey 
should inherit it forever. Thiok of lh« 
Bumeroua paaaages which proffliee the 
Kealoralion of Israel to the laud which 
their fathers inhalnted; which sp«ak of 
this Restoration in coooection with the 
latter fiagi, the latter years, and so on; 
which apeak of it as a second Restera- 
ttoo, and that loo of the tehnle bouse of 
Israel, even Isratl and Judah. Think 
of their mu/lipli/iiis tffter this Reetora- 
lion, together with their building houses, 
planting vineyards, and the various atl- 
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ditional cit*cumstances connected with 
them, all showing a temporal and a mor- 
tal state. Think of the passages which 
speak of the various locations whence 
they are to be gathered, such as As- 
syria, Egypt, Pathrps, Cush, Shinar, 
Hamath, the islands of the sea, the 
north country, and the four corners of 
the earth; and also of the circumstances 
connected with their being gathered and 
restored, such as their flying upon the 
shoulders of the Philistines toward the 
west ; the Liord*s destroying the tongue of 
theEgyptian sea; a highway being made 
for the remnant of his people, as it was 
to Israel in coming out of Egypt ; their 
being the third with Egypt and Assyria ; 
their second Restoration becoming more 
noticeable than the first one from Egypt ; 
their having the blind, the lame, the wo- 
man with child, and the travailing wo- 
man with them; their being no more 
two nations as they had been ; the heath- 
en knowing the Lord in consequence of 
this; the irruption of Gog into their 
land af^er their Restoration ; their rec- 
ognition of Chrtst, the spiritual David; 
their ^ceiving new hearts; the tread- 
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ing down of Jerusalem till the times of 
the Gentiles be fulfilled; the blindness 
in part that is happened to Israel till 
the fullness of the Gentiles be come in ; 
and the immense benefit that will result 
to the world from the removal of this 
blindness, and the conversion of all Is- 
rael. 

- And now, before taking leave of the 
subject, I have a word to say to our op- 
ponents; to those who deny that the 
Jews are to be converted to the Chris- 
tian religion, and restored to Palestine. 
That word is, that they have something 
to'do besides merely denying this: they 
are to be held to the consequences of 
their denial. It is not enough for them 
to quote passages which speak of the 
Jews and the Israelites in a spiritual 
sense. We know there are such pas- 
sages as well as they do, and have no 
controversy with them on that point. 
But since they take it upon them to deny 
our position in relation to the Restora- 
tion and Conversion of the literal Jews, 
we call upon them, nay, we require 
them, to show how it is possible to rec- 
oncile all the foregoing considerations 



with the idea of their noti -restoration 
and «on-coiivewion. Let them show 
how those pasaogea cen be npplied to 
the spirituat Israel, to whom they must 
be applied, if not to the Hlertit Israel. 
Let them give us the spiritual meaning 
of the Canaan wherein Abraham was a 
stranger, in which he sojourned; the 
spiritual meaning of its boundaries, from 
the Nile to the Euphrates; the spiritual 
meaning of carrying up Joseph's bones 
to that land; the spirituHl nipaning of 
their fathers baring inhabited it; of the 
latter days; of their captivity, disper- 
sion, Restoration, itemtd Re^oration, 
Conyersion, new heart, and union of 
Israel and Judah into one kingdom. 
Let them exptnin their mvUiptgirtg, their 
building houses, planting vineyards, and 
80 on. Let them tell us where the spir- 
itual Assyria, the spiritual Egypt, the 
spirit ualPathros, the BpiritiialCush, the 
spiritnal Shinar, the spiritual Hamath, 
the spiritual islands of the sea, the spir- 
itual north country, and the apiritusi 
four corners of the earth are; and who 
are the spiritual Philistines, Assyrians, 
and Egyptians, and the blind, the lame, 
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and the travailing. Let tlieai tdU «s «U 
thiSj and a vast deal moi^, or oease to 
charge others with rejecting prophecy, 
and corrupting the word of Grod. 

The Jews think it a hard case, as well 
they may, that the passages of scripture 
which speak of their dispersion and pun- 
ishment for their transgressions, should 
be applied to them literally, without 
their being allowed to participate in 
the benefit of those passages which 
speak of their resiot^ttion from this dis- 
persed and evil condition. They think 
it a poor rule that will not work both 
ways, and so do we. Their dispersion 
is no more plainly predicted than their 
Restoration. For this Restoration, as 
has been already seen, they are anxious- 
ly waiting, and hoping, and praying. 
And every indication in the moral and 
political world portends, that the time 
of their deliverance is at hand. Hail 
that auspicious day! when the film shall 
be removed from their vision, and the 
vail from their heart; and when, by 
their Restoration and Conversion, a 
renovating impulse shall be given to the
